Suit Brought by the Gore'nnu-nt. 
S an F rancisco, April 13th.—The United 
States, through DV.rict Attorney Hilboro, 
has brought suit against the San Jacinto Tin 
Company, holding a large tract of mineral 
land in San Bsrnardino c unty, valued at 
81,000,000, alleging that it was obtained by 
fraud, in which the perpetrators were a-sisted 
by officers of the Land Department of the 
United S:ates, namely, Liuren Upton, ex­ 
Surveyor-General; E. Conway, a clerk in his 
office; George H. Tnompson, Deputy Sur­ 
veyor ; R. C. Hopkins, keeper of the archives 
of the United States Surveyor-General’s 
office; B. C. Whiting, United States Attor­ 
ney for the Southern Distiict of California; 
Ida Hancock, wife of a U ited States Deputy 
Surveyor; Joseph S Wilson, Commissioner 
of the General Land Office, aud other persons 
said to be now or lately stockholders of de­ 
fendant corporation. 
The Knights Templar. 
San F rascisco, April 13:h.—At the meet­

Mass meeting of Carpenters anti Joiners. 
San F rancisco, April I3 ,h.—A ma-s meet­ 
ing of carpenters and joiners was held this 
evening at the Metropolitan Temple, u n d e r 
the auspices of San Francisco Union, No. 22 
The attendance was large, the assembly being 
composed of very intelligent and respectable 
men, Tue main purpose of tbe mes'lng was 
to he.r the report of the Chair in regard to 
the nine-hour system, which the brotherhood 
propose to inaugúrate on the 1st of May. 
The report was received with manifestations 
of satisfaction. The meeting was addressed 
by several speakers. 
The Weather. 
St. H elena, April 13th.—The frost this 
morning was more serious in its effects upon 
vineyards in this vicinity than was at first 
supposed. The result is different from the 
frosts of many previous years, the vineyards 
near the mountains being most affected this 
time. The high winds prevailing all day yes- 
teurdsy and through last night led the vine­ 
yard men generally to believe that nothing 
serious would occnr, hence many of them 
failed to resort to the usual smoking opera­ 
tions. 
N apa, April 13th.—A heavy frost occurred 
here last night, and ice formed in many 
places. 
G eorgetow n, April 13th.—Yesterday we 
had rain, hail and snow, making .07 of an 
inch of water. During toe nig^it we had a 
severe and destructive frost. Fruit of all 
kinds will prove to have been badly; dam­ 
aged. Peaches will be entirely ruined, and 
perhaps plums. The seeson gave promise of 
being one of the best for fruit known for 
years. 
I one, April 13th.—A cold hail-storm passed 
over the county yesterday, bringing a severe 
frost and a little ice last night, nipping quite 
eeverily the potatoes, corn and all tender 
plants. The truit did not receive any great 
damage, owing to the advanced stage of the 
foliage. Another frost is expected to-night, 
and some a'arm is felt for the fruit, corn and 
potatoes. The wind has been cold and dry­ 
ing all day. Tüe thermometer marked 34° 
this morning. 
S onoma, A pril 13th.—The frost last night 
did some damage to young grape vines. 
Snow on the Southern Route. 
Los A n g e l e s , April 13th.—The train from 
San Francisco, due this morning, was de­ 
tained two hours by snow-drifts in the Te- 
hachapi mountains. In some places the drifts 
were ten feet deep, and it was with difficulty 
that the train got through. The train from 
the East due here to-morrow evening is re­ 
ported five hours late at Casa Grande, Ari­ 
zona. 
The Bakerstleld Homicide. 
B akersfield, April 13th.-Patrick Fitz­ 
gerald, the murderer of Daniel Sweeney, was 
arres'ei this afternoon at Delano, and will 
arrive here to-night. Two other men—John 
Ryan and Walter O'Brien—were arrested 
here to-day for complici'y in the crime. A 
post mortem ex amination disclosed that the 
deceased, probably before being shot, had 
been struck on the head with a heavy imple­ 
ment which fractured the skull to that de- 
giee that death would ha^e ensued from th t 
cause alone, if his brain had not been trav­ 
ersed by a bullet. He did not die immedi­ 
ately, as stated in the dispatch last night, 
but continued to breathe until this morning. 
He was known to have had some money, and 
he is now believed to bave been mnraered 
for it. His father lives in San Francisco. 
He was a youth of good character and well 
thought of, and his murder has stirred np 
such a feeling of indignation that it is feared 
FDzgerald may be dealt with by Judge 
Lynch.

Senator Edmunds is on his way to New

The British Government has proposed that 
a system of espionage be established with the 
Government of the United States, 
Stillwell H. Russell, for defrauding the 
Government while Marshal of the Western 
District of Texas, h;\3 been sent to the Peni­ 
tentiary. 
The Governor of Arkansas has signed the 
bill permitting no one but a resident to be­ 
come the Siate Priuter, or perform the duties 
outside of the State. 
Admiral Von Balsea retires from the Ger­ 
man navy, because bis endeavor to bring the 
navy into the hands of experienced seamen 
has proved unsuccessful. 
Paul Matthews, son of Justice Matthews, 
of the United States Supreme Court, is lying 
dangerously ill at his parents' residence, in 
Wa»hington, with tubercolis. 
The Grand Jury of Little Rock have in­ 
dicted the United States Marshal and J. B. 
Downs for forgery and perjury, and the pre­ 
sentation of false accounts. 
A sale of Polled Angus and Galloway cat­ 
tle was made at Kar sas City Thursday, at an 
average price of $53;: The total amount of 
the sale is $02,745. The highest price paid 
was 81,160 for Maris. 
The steamship City of Richmond has not 
arrived at New York, She has not been 
heard from since she was reported as having 
been disabled by the France. Then she was 
not in need of assistance. 
Not much interest was taken in the bene­ 
fits for the actors’ fund, East, Thursday. 
The receipts at most places were merely 
nomiual, and in some cases the audience was 
so small it was dismissed without a perform­ 
ance. 
The Alabama Supreme Court holds the 
revenue law of the late Legislature void be­ 
cause of the omission from the bill, as en­ 
rolled and signed, of certain words in the bill 
as passed. The new law reduced the tax 5J 
mills. 
Walsh, the Irish “ suspect, ” who has ar­ 
rived at New York from France, states that 
he left England to put himeelf out of the 
power of “ that lying wretch Carey,” He 
regards Carey as “ the most unblushing per­ 
jurer on the Eoglish list of hired spies.”

The banquet of the physicians of New York 
to Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes Thursday 
D ight was a notable affair. Wbitelaw Reid, 
George William Curtis and William AL 
Evartb were amo: g the guests and responded 
to sentiments. Dr. Holmes made his response 
in a poem. 
The Cincinnati cigar manufacturers have 
made a proposition to the strikers for ninety 
cents per thousand in advance, and to give 
the,remainder of the dollar to packers and 
others. The strikers emphatically refused. 
One establishment, employing Beventy hands, 
has acceded to the demand of tbe strikers. 
The ice-gorge broke below Stevenson, D. 
T., Thursday evening. This rise of thirty 
feet will soon reach Bismarck, and the ex­ 
citement there is great, as snch a field of ice 
can hardly pass through the bridge without 
gorging, in which case the water will over­ 
flow the low lands on both sides of the river 
The Mexican Agricultnral Society has 
passed a resolution asking the Mexican Rail­ 
way Company to reduce the freight rate on 
the Jalapa and Vera Cruz line, to promote 
the exportation of field products; also re­ 
questing the Governors of different Mexican 
States to cause tbe abolition of taxes on 
coffee and other farm products, in the interest 
of the export trade. 
In tbe case of Loo Chang & Co,, of Gainer- 
boro, Ga., asking payment for losses sustained 
by being driven out of the town, the Depart­ 
ment can do no more than has already been 
done; that is, to request the Governor of 
Georgia to instruct the local authorities to in­ 
vestigate the alleged outrage upon the China­ 
men, with a view of securing for them the 
Bame rights and protection to persons aDd 
property which would be accorded American 
citizens. 
In reply te a letter asking that a distinction 
be made between polygamons and monaga- 
mous Mormons, as Secretary Evarts’ circular 
warned Mormon emigrants coming here that 
they wonld expose themselves to tbe penal 
laws of the country, Secretary Frelinghnyssn 
has written to the Alormon Conference in 
Ohio aa follows: “ It is contrary to the 
practice of this Government to give by circu­ 
lar, ss is proposed, any sanction or indorse­ 
ment of a ip-cific form of belief. It is for 
the ageDta of any religion to make its char­ 
acter known. Law-abiding immigrants are 
secure against interference.” 
The N-.w York World speaka disparag­ 
ingly of tbe proposition that ex-President 
Hayes has any special strength as a candi­ 
date for Governor of Ohio. It has been 
the custom in the past to bring ont Mr. 
Hayea t soever it was desired to give the 
Democr» jy a sound thrashing, and there 
seemed reasonable fear that no one else 
could da it, and it is not to be presumed 
that hia having been President wonld ren­ 
der him less popular than of old and leBS 
capable of capsizing the political bark in 
which the World sails.

The Temperance Question In New York. 
N ew \ OKK, April 13 J>.—Efforts are bsiug 
maoe among business men and leaders of the 
new moderation temperance organiza’ions to 
induce the Govetnor to veto the excise bill 
recently passed by the Legislature, and which 
intrusts the Excise Commissioners with prac­ 
tically nnlijjited discreti >n in granting li­ 
censes. Toe passage of this so-called iree 
whisky bili, together with the unfavorable 
reply of the Commissioners to tbe appeal of 
the temperance people to enforce the statute 
against Billy AIcGtory ami other infamous 
saloons which defy the authorities, have 
created 
widespread 
indignation 
here 
and in 
Biooklyn. 
Wise Democrats 
fear the effect of this victory of the 
liquor interests here at the next fail electione. 
Others contend that the Governor dare not 
veto tbe excise bill, lest he array against him 
the 10,000 liquor saloons of the ci y, which 
practically control the bosses and polls. It is 
stated that a vigor us campaign against the 
bill is already under way by tue ttmoerar.ee 
organizations, and on Sunday it will be 
anathematized from more than one pu'pit. 
By this means it is hoped to create suca a 
powerful public opinion aa will deter the 
Governor from affixing his signature to it. 
The principal journals of New York and 
Brooklyn have denounced the bill. 
Troubles of a fhtnrse Journalist. 
N ew Y o rk , April 13th.—“ The publishing 
of a Chinese jonrna’," said Wong Chin Eoo, 
editor of the Chinese American, speaking tc- 
dav of a strike in his office, "is a much more 
difficult piece of work than many imagine. 
The Chinese language is written by means of 
6,000 characters, aud so type is au unknown 
commodity. The copy is first made by me 
in pencil, and by a scribe transferred to the 
impression piper, from which it is afterward 
taken t ff on Btone, Thus you see every num­ 
ber of our paper must of necessity be litho­ 
graphed, advertisements and all. I have em­ 
ployed heretofore one Llong as a scribe, 
at a salary of 815 per week. He sud­ 
denly took it into his head that I was mak­ 
ing too much money, and demanded a raise. 
I acceded, and gave him 817. "Last week he 
again made a like demand, and incited my 
reporters to do likewise ; but I refused. The 
end of it all was that he worked until yester­ 
day, having got the plates for next Saturday’s 
paper nearly finished, when he again asked 
better pay. I again refused, and he left the 
place, cariying with him tha plates, tools, 
copy and all, I was equal to the emergency, 
however, and after satisfying my reporters 
with a raise of 81 p3r week, I set to work to 
do my own transcribing. This morning a 
young friend of mine, a druggist, came to 
my aid, and I shall certainly publish No. 11 
of the Chinese American on SaturJay next.” 
Horrible Work of su Iona Farmer. 
DtucqUE, April 13th.—Charles Smith, a 
well to-do farmer, living four miles north of 
Earhville, la., went to his barn this morn­ 
ing, where his two sons, aged 9 and 13, were 
engaged at work, and billed them both with 
an ax. Returning to his house with the 
same weapon, he killed his wife. She stood 
by the stove preparing breakfast. He then 
attempted to slay his two daughters, the 
oDly remaining members of the family, but 
they succeeded in reaching a neighbor’s house 
safely aui gave the alarm. When they re­ 
turned it was found that Smith had killed 
himself by catting his throat with a butcher- 
knife. These meager details only are knowD, 
and no cause is assigned for the deed. 
Fighting by Wholesale In Penn.sj Iranlu. 
N e w Y o r k . April 13;b. -A Sun special 
from CoDtiellsville, Pa., cf the 12th, eays : 
At the works of the Pitt-burg and Connelis- 
ville Company yesterday afternoon, Ned 
Curry and C. McPhatlan.l. coal miners, con­ 
cluded to settlo their difficulties in a ring. 
After eight rounds Curry acknowledged that 
he was whipped. Later, Charles AlcPhat- 
land and J ohn Alurpby fought several rounds, 
the former being whipped, but not punished 
badly. The fathers of tbe last two named 
concluded to settle the sons’ quarrel, and a 
fight ensued, in which the women at the 
works took an active part. Broomsticks flew 
in the air freely, and both combatants were 
badly used up. Still lAter in the evening 
Ned Curry and Ed. Alullen fought eignt 
rounds. Gurry punishing his opponent terri­ 
bly. The grand finale, howevtr, took place 
this morning, when Charles AlcPhatland and 
Oliver Alurpby met. The first round resulted 
in a kneck-down and first blood for AlcPhat­ 
land. The latter maintained the advantage 
to the end.

I 
live in my own house, and therefore don’t 
hear all of it. As to the Presidential outlook, 
I must say that, in my opinioD, everything 
indicates that the successful candidate will 
be from the ranks of the Democratic party. 
People are wea-ying of the Republican ad­ 
ministration, and in 1884 will demand a 
change. 
Tne last election in New York, 
when the S;ate went Ddmocratic by 200 000, 
pretty thoroughly proves this fact. I believe 
we will elect the next President by a larger 
majority than ws gave Tilden when we 
elected him in 1876. As to who the candi­ 
date will be, I cancot say. Any expression 
of opinion in this direction would have for its 
foundation nothing but merest guess-work.” 
The Senator was asked how the aupointment 
of Gresham was received in Washington, 
and replied : “ I think it met with general 
approval. Gresham is an upright and able 
man, and the pity is that he was not there 
earlier. Under him I do not think star 
route ji-bs and other frauds could have been 
possible.”

TBAVELS IN BELGIUM. 


INTERESTING ACCOUNT OF HABIT8 AND 
CUSTOMS. 


The City of Mona—Walks about Namur— 
The Wailon Country—Methods 
of Courtship—Cheese—Etc 


(From Professor E. Kemen.) 
Leaving Brussels and the Flemish coun­ 
try for a while we take a southern course 
and reach the city of Mons, close to the 
French frontier. This is a fortress of some 
importance. Kverything lookB French here 
—language, manners and dress. On the 
public squares cafes abound, and in the 
afternoon, du ing summer time, a large 
number of officers in their gay uniforms 
may be seen, sitting around tables on the 
outside and sheltered by awnings, playing 
dominos and idling away time. The most 
remarcable edifice in town is the St. Wan- 
dru church or cathedral, distinguished 
through its elegance and boldness of style ; 
the court-house, the theater and exohange 
deserve also special mention. Mons is 
quite an industrial center, and large coal 
mines are in operation in its neighborhood. 
A great portion of those laces known as 
valencienne are made here. Making a 
short stay in Mons we take an easterly 
course and passing Charleroi we reach Na­ 
mur. Our road may be said to have been 
literally through clouds of Bmoke the whole 
way ; for we had to pas9 through a dense, 
black smoke arising from hundreds of chim­ 
neys belonging to glass factories, iron­ 
works, foundries and machine-shops. Na­ 
mur is a strongly fortified town and lieB on 
the banks of the river Meu e. Its popula­ 
tion is 60,000. Behind it extend the Ar­ 
dennes, a chain "of mountains separating 
Belgium from France. A curious sight 
meets our eyes in the streets of Namur ; 
every third person we meet is either a 
soldier, a nun or a monk. If the garrison 
of the fortress is represented by a large 
force of soldiers, it seems that the holy 
orders are equally well represented by 
legions of pious defenders of the Catholic 
faith. There are indeed no less than a 
dozen convents, not counting the regular 
clergy, which formB a little army of itself. 
We are now in the heart of 
TIIE WALLON COUNTRY. 
The patois or idiom, known by that name, 
is a mixture of Neo-Latin, Spanish and 
French words. Traces of the history of 
that country can easily be found in its com­ 
position : it shows the domination under 
which it has been in past ages. A particu­ 
larity, however, is to be noticed. While 
the Wallons have conserved a number of 
Spanish words, the Flemish and Butch, 
who were under Spanish rule at the same 
time, did not incorporate any Spanish 
words. The Wallons, as we have said, 
are a gay people, free from care and ad- 
dieted to pleasure. They delight in laugh­ 
ing, singing, dancing and drinking. They 
are very talkative, curious aud inquisitive. 
A stranger entering an estaminet or inn, in 
a small town, is at once the object of pub­ 
lic attention. The loudest and most ani­ 
mated conversation is husbed immediately, 
and everybody scrutinizes his exterior, 
dress, etc. After awhile, if his appearance 
is satisfactory to the assembly, the head 
speaker goes up to him and invites him in 
a polite manner to join the company, and, 
at the same time, he tries in an artful way to 
draw out from him his business and purpose. 
These people are extremely polite. None 
of the assembled guests would commit the 
breach of etiquette to forget to salute and 
toast the company every time he imbibes, 
if it were a dozen times of an evening. It 
is a continual toasting. Their curicsity, 
in small places, is so great that as soon as 
a stranger walks through the streets every 
window is opened to see him pass. The 
customs of the people are peculiar. 
COURTSHIP IS DONE IN THIS WAY : 
Two days in the week are set apart for 
Amor’s worship, Sundays and Thursdays. 
A lover will not visit his sweetheart alone, 
but will be accompanied by friends. A 
number of young men meet and agree 
upon the place to visit in the evening. 
They generally number from four to six. 
Assembling at the house of the village 
belle, refreshments are served to them, 
after which a game is instituted in which 
the old folks participate. Meanwhile things 
are so arranged that one of the men has to 
entertain the young girl in a retired corner 
or nook, which entertainment is called 
“ hatee,” to spark. But only a limited 
time is given to the happy youth, when he 
has to give up his place to another. In this 
manner they follow suit, the real lover 
having no advantage, at least not with re­ 
gard to time. After awhile the old people 
retire, leaving the field to the youne, who 
often remain till nearly dawn. Perhaps 
some prudish or very sensitive person will 
call this custom improper in its moral 
bearing; but it may be said in its defense 
that these people are simple-hearted and 
follow an ancient custom left to them by 
their forefathers. We leave Namur, and 
in order to enjoy the sceaery along the 
river Meuse, we embark on a miniature 
steamer for Liege, distant forty miles. 
These steamers are about fifty feet long 
and twelve feet broad ; their chimney is 
lowered every time they pass a bridge ; 
these bridges are numerous and very low. 
The banks of the river do not present grand 
scenery, like those of the Rhine, yet they 
are not without charm. They offer to the 
eye green and fertile fields, interspersed 
with prominent hills, which are olad with 
vineyards; and now and then an elegant 
castle or a fine residence makes its ap­ 
pearance. About half-way the fortress of 
Huy looms up on a high rock, on the side 
of which the houses of the city are clus­ 
tered 
• 
LIKE SO MANY SWALLOW NESWS. 
So far the sky has been bright and clear, 
but as we approach Liege the dense smoke 
from a hundred factories hides it from our 
view. Liege has 1110,000 inhabitants, and 
is one of the most industrious cities in the 
country. It has several scientific institu­ 
tions, benevolent societies and a large num­ 
ber of churches. The principal edifices 
are : The Episcopal palace, the Cathedral, 
the Court-house and the University. Many 
bridges span the river Meuse, which has 
become, through the addition of the river 
Ourthe, of considerable size. As the prov­ 
ince and dukedom of Limburg are close at 
hand, let us say a few words about Lim­ 
burg cheese, so well-known through its 
high-flavored quality. Limburg proper does 
not manufacture alone the cheese of that 
name, but the country south and east, ex­ 
tending through the Wallon territory as far 
as Luxemburg, produces it. Most people 
ignore the cause why this cheese is so 
highly flavored and remains soft in no mat­ 
ter what climate or temperature. I will 
tell them the secret, with prayer not to di­ 
vulge it. It is because the gastric juice of 
the calves is mixed with it at a certain 
stage of its manufacture, and also because 
it has undergone nu uierous saline washes 
after being rendered solid. Taking the 
cars again we soon arrive at Spa, the cele­ 
brated bathing and gambling place. It is 
close to the Prussian frontier. Nature has 
not favored Spa with any beautiful scene­ 
ry, and yet it has gained a world-wide 
rénown which dates nearly two centuries 
back. It owes this to its numerous min­ 
eral springs. Peter the Great used to visit 
the place, and a monument te his memory 
adoras one of the springs. The city is 
small and composed, except a few stores, 
entirely of hotels. There are hundred of 
these and of the most fashionable kind. 
As many as 20,000 guests visit Spa during 
the season, most of whom belong to the 
aristocracy. The biak or play-house pays 
one million aud a half of francs to the 
Government for the privilege of keeping up 
gambling. 
It expends, perhaps, half as 


much for the embellishment of the town, 
promenades, diversions, races, etc. 
THE TWO GAME-S PLAYED 
At the bank are roulette and trente et 
quarante. It is not unusual to see men 
lose fifty thousand francs in one day. An 
amusing anecdote was told us of a country­ 
man who visited the bank one day. Be 
ing tempted to play he had the good luck 
to win ten thousand francs. Taking his 
money he went out and asked for his um­ 
brella at the vestibule. As he had no 
change to pay for its keeping he returned 
to the play room, but was told there that 
no change was given out except while ac­ 
tually playing. So he put down a gold 
piece at roulette and lost. 
He contin­ 
ued, and lost again, and getting excited, 
lost all he had won and the money he had 
brought with him besides. We heard of 
another incident which was not amusing 
for ODe of the actors. An English noble­ 
man was playing, when he was accidentally 
called away. Forgetting about his stake 
be did not return immediately. In the 
meanwhile his stake won a number of 
times in succession, until a big pile of gold 
was waiting for him. A Frenchman, who 
had seen him leave and had watched the 
game, could not endure the sight of seeing 
all this gold disappear at one throw of the 
dice ; so he went to inform the English­ 
man of his luck and asked him to take 
away his money. The Englishman told 
him to mind his own business. Words fol­ 
lowed ; the next morning they had a duel, 
and the Frenchman 
GOT A BULLET FOR HIS PAINS. 
Many fortunes are yearly lost at Spa, and 
suicides are of common .occurrence, but, 
the same as at Monaco, they are kept se­ 
cret for fear of hurting the town. Departing 
from Spa we partly retrace our steps as far 
as Liege in order to reach Antwerp. This 
time we travel, for curiosity’s sake, in a 
third-class car, aod have a good opportunity 
to study popular enstoms. Although third- 
class cars are far frbm being comfortable, 
they are by no means used exclusively by 
the lower class of people. Except ladies 
of the better class, who do not travel in 
cnem, they are patronized by all grades of 
society, and particularly because smoking 
is allowed. By the time we reach Liege 
our car is crowded. Among the passengers 
there are a number of Wallon workingmen 
and peasants in their blue linen blouses or 
smock-lrocks and colored cap3 ; women 
with their strangely formed strawhats, 
which are extremely wide in front and 
stand up straight about a foot, while the 
rear end closely fits the head and sticks out 
about six inches. A piece of white cloth 
is attached behind and hangs down the 
back. We notice in the crowd a short, fat 
Fleming in his velvet, brass-buttoned jacket 
and fur cap, accompanied by his beter half, 
wearing a short dress, low and gold-buckled 
shoes and a linen bonnet, or rather night­ 
cap, with flaps on the sides of her face a 
foot long ; her forehead is covered by a 
gold plate, and she wears gold earrings 
nearly four inches long ; her fingers are full 
of rings and half of her body is covered 
with trinkets. 
A PARTY OF HUNTERS, 
With their guns and outfit, make them­ 
selves conspicuous through their arrogant 
manners, though we can’t think, to save 
our life, where they could find any game in 
a country in which the smallest hare can­ 
not find a place to hide. There are other 
sporting men in the car with their fishing 
apparatus and poles, which are especially 
calculated to add to the comforts of the 
passengers. There is also a sprinkling of 
tradesmen and merchants from the larger 
cities, among whom that irrepressible indi­ 
vidual, called commis-voyageur or drum­ 
mer, shines in all his glory. The United 
States are blessed with book agents, ped­ 
dlers, and so on ; but when it comes to the 
regular drummer, or commis-voyageur, we 
must concede the palm to Europe. Every 
car, every stage-coach and every hotel 
swarms with them. In Belgium, especially, 
they are distinguished by their manners 
and dress. Wearing a stylish dresB and 
affecting polite manners when coming in 
contact with refined people, the commis- 
voyagcur is the most ostentatious and con­ 
ceited braggart in the world. While trav­ 
eling he delights in selecting a poor victim 
for his commonplace jokes, endeavoring to 
render it ridiculous, and feels proud of the 
laughter his sarcasms have called forth. A 
specimen of the kind was in our car, and 
soon monopolized the conversation, which 
had been carried on rather noisily by a 
number of young men. His darts of wit 
and repartee were followed by great ap­ 
plause. Having exhausted his store of in­ 
formation his glance lighted on the honest 
and simple face of the fat Fleming, of 
whom we have already spoken. The train 
had just left Liege and was ascending a 
steep mountain by means of a cable ; its 
locomotive had been left behind. This ar­ 
rangement is similar to the San Francisco 
cable-roads, with the difference that large 
trains are palled up at a greater speed. 
The distance may be five miles. The cable 
íb about the thickness of a man's wrist, 
and cannot be seen from the cars when in 
motion. This road has been in operation 
thirty-five years, which proves that the 
dummy arrangement of San Francisco is 
not a new invention.

The good observer of nature exists in 
fragments, a trait here and a trait there. 
Each person sees what it concerns him to 
see. The fox-hunter knows pretty well 
the ways and habits of the fox, but on any 
other subject he is apt to mislead you.

The bee-hunter will follow 
the bee, but lose the bird. The farmer 
notes what affects bis crops and his earn­ 
ing, and little else. Common people, St. 
Pierre says, observe without reasoning, 
and the learned reason without ob­ 
serving.

one ccrald apply 
to 
the observation of nature the sense 
and skill of the South 
American 
rastreailor, or trailer, how much he 
would track home. This man’s eye is 
keener than a hound’s scent. A fugitive 
can no more elude him than he can elude 
fate. His perceptions are said to be so 
keen that the displacement of a leaf or 
pebble, or the bending down of a spire of 
grass, or the removal of a little dust from 
the fence, are enough to give him the clew. 
He sees the half-obliterated foot-prints of 
a thief in the saud, and carries the impres­ 
sion in his eye till a year afterward, when 
he again detects it in the suburbs of a city, 
and the culprit is tracked home and caught. 
1 knew a man, blind from hiB youth, who 
not only went about his own neighborhood 
without a guide, turning up to his neigh­ 
bor’s gate or door as unerringly as 
if he had the best of eyes, but who would 
go many miles ou an errand to a new part 
of the country. He seemed to carry a 
map of the township in the bottom of his 
feet, a most minute and accurate survey. 
He never took the wrong road, tnd he 
knew the right house when he reached it. 
He was a miller and fnller, and ran bis mill 
at night while his sons ran it by day. He 
never made a mistake with his customers’ 
bags or wool, knowing each man’s by the 
sense of touch. He frightened a negro whom 
he detested stealing, as if he had seen out of 
the back of his head. Such facts show 
one how delicate and sensitive a man’s rela­ 
tion to outward nature through his bodily 
senses may become. Highten a little more, 
and he could forecast the weather and the 
seasons, and detect hidden springs and 
minerals.

Agassiz traces the glaciers like a 
rastreador, and Darwin misses no step 
that the slow bnt tireless gods of physical 
change have taken, no matter how they 
cross or retrace tneir course. In the ob­ 
scure fish-worm he sees an agent that haa 
kneaded and leavened the soil like giant 
hands.—[John Burroughs, in the Century.

NEW CALIFORNIA 
SUGAR REFINERY.

San F rancisco, April 11, 1883. 
The new California Sugar Refinery is an 
astonishing edifice, I went over it last 
Friday and bemused myself in an intricacy 
of engines, tramways and figures, com­ 
pared to which political machinery is the 
merest child’s play.

SEASONABLE FASHION NOTES. 
The fashion writer in the New York 
Post says that tailcr-made costumes are 
growing more and more in favor. They 
have now arrived at perfection in the way 
of lit and tinish. Some of the costliest of 
these have the bodice-lining of soft and 
pliable, but exceedingly firm, ribbed silk. 
Promenade costumes, more suitable for car­ 
riage and visiting nse, are now’ eschewed 
for these stylish and more appropriate suits 
of tweed, ladies’ cloth, cheviot and flannel. 
Black will be in high vogue for the two 
coming seasons, both in thick and thin ma­ 
terials, and many superb evening dresses 
are being made of this somber hue, enliv­ 
ened by a profusion of jet beads, gold 
trimmings or colored flowers. An immense 
quantity of lace will be worn as trimmings, 
and the magnificent bead garnitures— 
tabliers, panels, applique bands, berthas, 
and fraises—become more and more elab­ 
orate, each new design being more intri­ 
cate and beautiful than the last. 
Bodices with crenelated edges are still 
in favor. The tabs are trimmed in many 
different ways—with braid-work, cording 
of Bilk, and passementerie, or with em­ 
broidery or beaded applique ornaments 
placed in the center of each block. Point­ 
ed bodices, very narrow at the sides, are 
much worn, with the overdress or tunic 
applied to the under sides of the corsage, 
and not gauged to the outside as formerly. 
The round basque is cut very short and 
the postilion basque is cut with the 
center seam opening over a shell pleat­ 
ing or a double pleat inserted in each 
seam. 
Mandarin yellow is one of the leading 
shades of col r this spring ; in fact, all 
shades of yellow, from pale primrose to 
deep oraDge, will be fashionably worn, a 
rich yellow bronze dore being especially 
admired. 
Costumes of this handsome 
shade in heavy ottoman silk, combined 
with golden brown satin brocade, form 
very elegant costumes designed for car­ 
riage and visiting wear. The vivid terra­ 
cotta shades and still brighter color, 
known as crushed strawberry, so much in 
vogue of late, each so trying to the 
complexion and to every color with 
which they come in contrast, are rapid­ 
ly giving place in public favor to a 
variety of paler shades, known as fram­ 
boise, varying from the full rips raspberry 
to the very palest creamy tint, calle /ram 
boise eerassee, or crushed raspberry. This 
shade is seen among new dress fabrics, and 
among vast quantities of hats and bonnetB 
of chip and fancy straw. 
Fine woolen dresses in dark monochrome 
colors, and tweeds, serges and cheviots, 
with deep flounces edged with crossway 
bands of velveteen of the best quality, are 
very fashionable. The flounces are put 
on with several rows of “ grooved” shirr- 
ings. 
The back drapery is a blending of 
the two materials, and the jacket is of the 
woolen material, rounding in front over a 
jannty waistcoat made of the velveteen, 
and laced up to the throat with fine silk 
cord, twined around a double row of tiny 
enamel buttons. Among the woolen most 
appropriate for utility purposes is Li 
monsme cloth—a wear-defying fabric 
with dull brown and gray grounds, on 
which are bright stripes of cardinal and 
deep shades of gold and green. These 
goods are very serviceable, and do not look 
much more worn at the end of the season 
than at the beginning of their career. 
They are a perfect bocn to mothers with 
school girl daughters, who show no mercy 
to their “ every day ” clothes. 
For the brilliant entertainments follow 
ing Easter have been imported and also 
prepared an array of as superb and artistic 
robes for fair dames and maidens as human 
mind could devise or human heart desire. 
There is almost an endless variety of mag­ 
nificent materials employed in the formation 
of these costly toilets, the larger portion 
being of fabrics of the “ stand alone” 
order, such as will retain their richness and 
splendor for an indefinite period. The el- 
egantly.made tulle and crape dresses that 
Worth has successfully revived are, 
however, an exception to the general 
rule. They are as perishable as they 
are beautiful ; still they are very much 
in vogue among extravagant young 
ladies who are content to pay almost any 
price for a dress, provided it is novel, be­ 
coming, and ancommon.

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The Crusade Against Mud Eens, and Their 
V&lus—Carver and Bogardus—Mis­ 
cellaneous sporting Items. 


Is C opper Poisonous A fte r A ll ’—In 
this age of rehabilitations one is hardly 
surprised to find the poisons—or what 
were deemed to be poisons—meeting with 
partisans. M. Galippe, a French savant, 
has undertaken to clear copper from the 
unjust imputation under which it has la­ 
bored of possessing tgxic properties. He 
has been experimenting since 1875 upon 
dogs with verdigris, bluestone and various 
salts of copper, aud he haa come to the 
conclusion that “ copper cannot canse fatal 
poisoning.” And on its being objected that 
the emetic effects of these substances prob­ 
ably saved the animals’ lives—dogs being 
particularly susceptible to the action of 
emetics—he courageously proceeds to try 
similar experiments on himself, having all 
his food regularly cooked in copper vessels 
coated inside with verdigris, and he feels 
none the worse for it. Furthermore, he 
has over and over again found copper In the 
liver and kidneys of persons who have died 
from natural causes, and his analyses of 
wheat, chocolate and other alimentary sub­ 
stances have revealed the presence of in­ 
finitesimal quantities of copper in their 
composition. These are facts, he says, 
which Bhould not be loat sight of in making 
post-mortems of persons whose death has 
been attributed to metallic poisoning, and 
he believes that ignorance of them has led 
to more than one judicial error.—[St. 
James’ Gazette.

The publication of conclusions hastily 
drawn from observations that may have 
the semblance of possibility in their charac­ 
ter and appearance is to be condemned. 
To the casual observer it may seem, when 
witnessing the activity and wide-awake at­ 
tention of the mad ben while feeding in 
deep or shallow water, that the duck would 
have but little chance to pick up a meal 
after them. Conclusions based upon such 
observations may be expressed by honest 
convictions, and a firm belief enter­ 
tained of their correctness; yet it is 
more than likely they were hastened 
by a feeling of injury, induced by 
small bags of game and diminished profits. 
These hasty publications lead hundreds 
into an erroneous belief, au error leading 
to a wanton and inhumane practice, that 
would lead to the extermination of a most 
valuable fowl. Tne mud hen, in a degree, 
subsists upon the saíne food as do the 
ducks—both being a species of scavenger, 
devouring decaying fatty and other nu­ 
tritious offal floating upon or lying 
under the water. While the mud 
hen can only with his sharp-pointed 
bill pick up the larger morsels and parti­ 
cles, the duck has the same ability, with 
the additional capability of taking np the 
smaller ; in fact, particles of food too small 
for the eye to observe. His broad bill 
takes in a quantity of water, is closed, the 
water ejected therefrom automatically 
through tbe strainer like comb along and 
upon the sides of his bill, retaining every 
particle of solid matter the water may 
have contained. While the mud-ben is 
more dextrous and quicker in its move­ 
ment, he, 
in his eagerness, allows 
much to escape his attention which 
the duck, 
in his 
more 
deliber­ 
ate methods, observes and captures. 
Upon land the same advantages are to be 
seen. The duck gathers the fine particles 
and seeds washed to the borders of the 
water by its waves, while the mud-hen 
must content himself with the larger. The 
duck will take up a bill full of earth or 
mud, thrust his bill into the water, strain­ 
ing every particle of earth therefrom, and 
retaining whatever of bug, worm animal- 
cula, germ or small seeds it may contain. 
An army of mud-hens may have passed 
over the same ground, plucked it bare of 
vegetation and larger particles of food, and 
were they compelled to lemain there would 
starve to death, while a flock of ducks, 
coming after them, would grow fat upon 
that which the former were unable to take. 
Let us reverse the order, however, and 
place the duck upcn the feeding ground 
before the mud hen. It is possible for the 
duck to devour every vestige of food the 
mud hen is capable of procuring. It is an 
impossibility, therefore, tuat the ducks can 
be driven from the waters te which they 
are in the habit of resorting. Their nature 
brings them to the water, whether there is 
food there for them or not. Provided with 
superior means of flight, they seek in­ 
land feeding grounds upon the plain, 
about the small ponds created by recent 
rains, and returning again in due time to 
deep water. The fact that the duck does 
sometimes disappear from waters where 
“ bags of a hundred or more could be 
made most any day,” is not the result of 
the scarcityof food, nor yet the presence or 
increase of the mud-heD. While “ bags of 
a hundred or more ” were being made of 
one, the other was unmolested and allowed 
to increaee, and the former diminished in 
numbers—the one driven away by con 
stant attack, the other remaining in un­ 
molested security. All things in nature are 
equalized, and hinge upon a balance. 
Whenever man interferes, believing he can 
improve them, he generally makes an error. 
It is an error, too, says an ornithologist, to 
suppose that the mud-hen is not eatable. 
Its meat is as tender, he continues, and not 
as dry as that of the dock, its succulence 
approaching near to that of a chicken. The 
antipathy to them, and their unpopularity 
as food, arose from an attempt to prepare 
them without removing the skin, which 
contains an oil or fat having a fishy odor. 
Prepared without this they are a delicacy. 
Their value exists, too, in the vast numbers 
of flan and other habitants of the lake wa­ 
ters which are destroyed by them, pre 
venting decay and putrid odors. 
TnE CARVER-BOGARDUS CONTEST, 
The contest between Captain Bogardus 
and Dr. Carver for the championship of the 
world as a wing shot, waB in the beginning 
stigmatized by some sporting journals as a 
“ gambling game,” and it was stated that 
each contest would be won by the party 
against whom the most money was staked. 
Both these men have earned the reputa­ 
tion of gentlemen, and no such reflection 
should have been made. Both are also in 
affluent circumstances, and not driven to 
the extremity of dishonorable means to 
obtain money. Both have enviable repu­ 
tations to sustain. Dr. Carver astonished 
all Earope with his skillful marksmanship, 
giving exhibitions of his wonderful ability 
before crowned heads, and was everywhere 
received and entertained with great cour­ 
tesy aud consideration, not alone because 
of hiB marksmanship, for he enjoys an hon­ 
orable social standing as well. 
Captain Bogardus has carried the title of 
championship far above the approaoh of 
any competitor ; has earned the title justly 
aud honorably and sustained it with the 
highest degree of skill. Like the former, 
he has enough of worldly wea’th, and had 
by beating Dr. Carver additional honors 
and glory to gain, for he knew he had no 
less a peer with which to contend. That 
be has been beaten does not detract from 
him as a good shot. He has found his 
match, and has laid down his title to a 
worthy adversary. He should be proud of 
the fact that it required the skill and 
science only to be found in Dr. Carver to 
deprive him of his laureled title. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
A correspondent in Ameriran Field, 
from Faribault, Minn., April 2d, says : 
“ Prairie chickens and qnails have suffered 
badly ia this vicinity the past winter, 
large numbers being reported by farmers as 
found frozen.” The above indicates to 
California sportsmen the contrast between 
that and our own climate, and as an evi­ 
dence of what sportsmen in the East have 
to contend with to keep up the supply of ¡ 
game birds. Here in our mild winter 
months the quail flourishes at his best. 
None are killed off by exposure ; we do 
not have to trap and feed them daring 
winter in order to preserve a number for 
propagation, as in many places at the East. 
And yet their number is being diminished. 
What a reflection upon the people of this 
State that, with all our advantages, we are 
exterminating them by allowing the game 
laws to be violated with impunity. 
We hear a curious law point discussed. 
A man was driving across onr lake re­ 
cently, near where some holes had been 
cut and lines fixed by a fisherman. He 
noticed that there was a bite at one of the 
hooks, sprang ont, palled in a three and a 
half pound fiah, flung it into his sleigh, 
and was off before tbe fisherman could 
reach him. Was it a theft—or, in other 
words, to whom did that fish belong ’ It 
seems probable that it belonged to the man 
who pulled it out, for the rule abontgame 
fish, flesh or fowl—is that it belongs to 
whoever actually gets possession of it, and 
to no one till in his actual possession. 
Pretty sharp practice, thongh !—[Litch­ 
field (Conn.) Enquirer. 
There was a noticeable absence of mallard 
ducks in our markets during the season just 
passed. Daring former seasons this vanety 
was plentiful. Their decrease has been 
gradual year by year, and is due, perhaps, 
to several causes. The law for their pro­ 
tection daring the breeding season has not 
been duly regarded; onr fields are more 


extensively under cultivation and their 
natural food thereby lessened, and the 
streams are more cleared of their shelter- 
ng brnsh margins, which afforded them 
protection and hiding, especially dnriDg 
breeding season. The law, meantime, has 
been in tbeir favor, but has not been ob­ 
served, and now that it has been changed, 
tbey will stand even less show for main­ 
taining a presence with ns. 
There are some ancmalies in the devel­ 
opment of salmon which are not as yet well 
understood. A writer in “ Blackwood’s 
Magazine” presents in an interesting way 
these peculiarities. How is it that in two 
eggs deposited by the same fish “ one be­ 
comes a smolt and seeks salt water twelve 
months earlier than a fish born from the 
other egg ?” Or, to put it in another way, 
"of the same brood one moiety has re­ 
mained in the ponds from the date of 
hatching as parr, weighing probably an 
ounce, while the other moiety, having at­ 
tained to the scales of the smolt, have gene 
off to the sea and have returned as grilse 
of the average weight of six pounds.” 
The trout fishing season in New York 
opened April 1st. A few Bportsmen cast 
their flies, but tbe great body of the anglers, 
who are already on the ground, awaited 
until Monday. 
The streams on L og 
Island inhabited by the finny favorites are 
mostly owned by the moneyed men of New 
York, who, it is estimated, have §1,000,000 
invested in trout runs. AmoDg tte per­ 
sons controlling these Btreams are William 
H. Vanderbilt, Austin Corbin, George 
Lorillard, August Belmont, William Floyd 
Jones, Mr. Wagstaff, Mr. Sutton, Judge 
Smith, Mr. Southard, Mr. Phelps and Mr. 
Irne. 
British pigeon-shooters, it is reported, 
are already turning their attention to sub­ 
stitutes for live birds at the traps. The 
gyrating clay pigeons meet with the most 
favor on account of their swift and erratic 
flight, and because their breaking to pieces 
when struck by the shot not only gives in- 
etant and indisputable evidence of their 
being struck, but affords a pleasurable ex­ 
citement ; moreover, the fragments are not 
injurious to cattle and barefooted boys, %s 
is the case with the splinters of glass balls. 
Pigeon shooting from the trap has been 
abolished in England. 
This is the enter­ 
ing wedge toward the prohibition of 
hunting with the gnn and the final exclu­ 
sion from the field of all sports. "This 
toting a gun and tramping over the 
fields all day is a duced bore anyhow, you 
know. ” 
Wisconsin sportsmen, like those of Cali­ 
fornia, are troubled with a want of co­ 
operation in having game laws or an 
effective system of game protection adopted, 
and, as in our own S'ate, they have en­ 
gaged in much talk, and no effective move­ 
ment has been made in the proper direc­ 
tion. 
The Pacific Coast Kennel Club will hold 
a bench show in San Francisco, commenc­ 
ing April 27th and ending May 3d. 
Sev­ 
eral fine dogs will be exhibited from Sac­ 
ramento, among them being Messrs. 1’oBt 
and Chipman’s Irish setters. 
An international gun trial will take 
place about the 14t'a or loth of November 
next. 
Grounds near New York city have 
been selected for the purpose. 
The con­ 
test will be principally between the ham­ 
mer and hammerleas guns. 
Trout-fishing in New Zealand already 
affords excellent sport, tne new-comers 
having been introduced from Europe into 
the island. Trout of six and a quarter 
pounds are now common. They rise readily 
to the fly. 
The Bflgian Academy offers a prize of 
§600 for the best treatise on the destruc­ 
tion of fishes by the pollution of rivers. 
Those competing for the prize must send 
in their work before October, 1SS5 
Levi Davis, of Forestville, Cal., recently 
drew the water from one of his small fish 
ponds, of less than one-quarter of an acre 
in area, and found over 10,000 carp. He 
asks, “ How is that for fishing ?” 
A salmon whitefish weighing 60 ponnds 
was received in Milwaukee one day last 
week. It was caught at Eacanaba. A 
6-pound whitefish was taken out of its 
stomach. 
A crowd of Brandon, Miss., boys went 
ont hunting rabbits recently, and bagged 
ninety-five. They set fire to an old sedge 
field and shot them as they ran out. 
The Manistique, Mich., Pioneer accuses 
one J. D. Garnett of going out and killing 
a deer with a pitchfork. 
Queen Victoria will open in person the 
International Fiah Exhibition at South 
Kensington next month. 
Deer hunting is a favorite sport of some 
of the young ladies of Centerville, Tenn.

RUINED PALACES IN MEXICO. 


The hunger of archaeologists will find 
plentiful and highly nutritious food in a 
village in Mexico called Mitla, situated 
twenty-six miles from Oajaca, in the table­ 
land of Mixtecapan. 
Here are to be found 
extensive remains of ancient palaces and 
tombs exceptionally remarkable from tbe 
columns supporting the roof, this style of 
architecture being confined to this particu­ 
lar portion of Mexico. 
H err Emil Herbrn- 
ger, Sr., who has explored and photo­ 
graphed these singular rains, furnishes ns 
an interesting account of them. 
The great 
hall contains six columns and is thirty- 
seven mettra long by seven broad. 
Each 
column is three and a half meters in hight, 
and is of solid stone. 
H err Herbrnger 
was Dot permitted to excavate, though 
anxious to find how deep the columns were 
sunk in the ground. 
The hall is entered 
by three doorways. 
The wall on the east 
is covered by hard reddish, lustrous ce­ 
ment. 
At the back is the doorway lead­ 
ing to the palace. 
This great hall was 
used as an ante-chamber for the royal 
guards. 
The tombs are all of equal size 
and T-shaped. 
The walls are embellished 
with stone mosaics. 
The vault floor is one 
meter below the surface. 
A t the entrance 
stands a monolith column. 
From the col­ 
umn the tombs extend in order. 
Each 
tomb is five meters long by one and a half 
broad ; each column is two meters high and 
one meter and a half in diameter. 
Herr 
Herbruger, with his Indian attendants, 
used these tombs as operating and sleeping 
apartments, but after one night’s experi­ 
ence the Indians refused to sleep in the 
tombs, alleging th at they were haunted. 
The daring explorer is about to publish a 
book, photographically illu-trate 1, on the 
subject of these palaces and tombs. —[Les­ 
lie’s Sunday Magazine.

THE DYNAMITE POLICY AND THE 
AMERICAN SENTIMENT. 


\ 


If the men who are urging on the 
dynamite operations in England are actu­ 
ated by the hope of frightening Great 
Britain into terms on the Irish question, 
they will soon realize that they are sadly 
mistaken. They have excited fears, they 
have created alarm and much uneasiness, 
but no revolution of public sentiment will 
be effected by such methods. They are 
wholly indefensible, and have already 
reacted upon the misguided men who 
foster and countenance them, done incal­ 
culable injury to the Irish cause, and crip, 
pled whatever meritorious efforts were be­ 
ing made to pacify Ireland, 
It will be profitable to briefly glance at 
the situation immediately precediDg the 
first 
dynamite 
attempts, 
aod 
irre­ 
spective of the question of Irish nation­ 
ality', or the claims for it, or the opposition 
to it. England had not changed her policy 
because of the l’lnenix Park assassinations. 
It was determined that for the acts of 
the ruffians who formed the assassination 
society, the whole people of Ireland should 
not be held responsible, however much of 
secret sympathy was extended to the mur­ 
derers. 
There had been public content 
that the law should take its course with 
the apprehended assassins, concerning 
whose guilt, basing judgment upon the tes­ 
timony adduced, there is now no reason­ 
able doubt, and one of whom has already 
been sentenced to the gallows. Mr. Par­ 
nell came into Parliament with a bill to 
correct errors in the Land Act of 1881. 
But hia measure was too sweeping to meet 
with the possibility of English approval. 
There are defects in the A ct; as, that it 
does not include lease-holders; that its 
operation by the methods employed is too 
alow ; that sufficient allowance is not made 
for tenant’s improvements in fixing rent. 
Mr. Gladstone refused, however, to coun­ 
tenance the Parnell amendments, as this 
would, in his opinion, again open up the 
land question, and bring on a renewed’ 
effort to reverse the action taken in 1SS1. 
To some extent this annoyed the Ulster 
tenant farmers, who are loyal to England, 
but had desired amendments to the Act. 
It aggravated the Parnell party, but was 
not unexpected to them. “ They real­ 
ized,” says a witness of the struggle, 
“ that nothing England wonld do would 
satisfy the Irish Nationalists.” At this 
point it must be recalled that there was, 
and still is, distress among the Irish 
peasantry, and a demand was made that 
the English Government relieve it by pro­ 
viding woik especially for that end. Lord 
Spencer opposed it, holding, as une writer 
phrases it, that the only way to “ prevent 
Ireland from falling into the abyss of per­ 
ennial pauperism ” was to adhere to the 
application of the work-honse test, and 
adding that to give “ outdoor w ork” 
would bnt aggravate the distress, and 
“ prevent the poor from recovering from 
their depressed state.” On this point, 
declares a correspondent, “ our political 
economists are a nnit. ” Spencer was bit­ 
terly and vehemently denounced, and thuB 
those of the English who sympathized with 
Ireland most were driven over to his sup­ 
port. 
. 
As to the further treatment of the Irish 
question the Liberal party divided in opin­ 
ion. One wing held that strict adminis­ 
tration of the law and a firmer hand were 
w hat Ireland needed most, and that to 
concede more was to encourage rebellion 
and anarchy. The other section held that 
so long as Ireland needed reform, Parlia­ 
ment m ast legislate for her ; that “ it were 
better the Irish govern themselves worse 
than that others govern them better.” 
The Parnell amendments then being 
discountenanced by the Premier, the very 


next day came the first explosion and the 
dynamite policy developed. 
It need 
scarcely 
be added 
that 
the 
first 
named wing of the Liberals was at once 
strengthened. 
The dynamite assault 
was taken as the answer of Ireland, and 
such sympathy as she had enjoyed among 
the English was well nigh obliterated. It 
has not availed to plead that Parnell and 
his friends are not responsible for the acts 
of these secret assassins. It is replied 
that he has not denonnced them, as he 
should have done, nor has he repudiated 
and scorned O'Donnovan Rossa and the 
plotters in America. 
It is useless to point 
out that these reckless dynamite conspir­ 
ators had no authority to speak or act for 
Ireland. The sentiment that conciliatory 
measures are no longer advisable, and that 
severity shall be the rule, has been greatly 
augmented, until now it ÍB the tone of 
nearly all the English press, and what good 
feeling existed between Irish workmen and 
English employers has been seriously im­ 
paired. 
This, then, is wbat the dynamite policy 
has accomplisned for Ireland. 
Among 
Americans there should be no middle 
ground taken 
on 
this matter, 
for 
no amount of recital of England’s errors 
and Ireland’s wrongs can excuse the fiend­ 
ish means employed to terrorize the coun­ 
try. There is a hope that the Irish 
people 
will 
listen 
to 
the 
voice 
of some of their wiser leaders, and by 
unmistakable expression warn the assas­ 
sins and dynamite agents to withhold their 
hands. If not, all the sympathy Ireland 
has had will be withdrawn from her by the 
civilized world. Of course, in the feverish 
excitement now prevailing, small events are 
apt to be magnified ; but enough has been 
done by the dynamite conspirators to prove 
that there has been method in the manner ; 
that there has been deliberate plotting to 
assault in the moat cowardly form, to deal 
blows in the dark, to strike down indis­ 
criminately, to make the torch and the in­ 
fernal machine a means to political ends. 
It has been suggested that possibly the 
alarm inspired was to furnish a pretext for 
levy ingupon the pocketsof Irish-Americana. 
The evidences do not warrant this conclu­ 
sion, for it is reported by the Irish agents 
everywhere that the collection of funds 
for the Land League has been seriously re­ 
tarded by the dynamite operations. 
In the meantime the conspirators O'Don­ 
novan Rossa, John F. Finerty and their 
despicable cohorts parade daily in print 
the letters written 
them 
approving 
assassination, and inclosing money for 
the purchase of explosives to blow up 
the " tyrant Englishman.” 
And this 
brings us to the consideration again of 
what should be the attitude of all good 
men toward these ghouls. There can be 
no pure sympathy with them. Thej must 
receive unmistakeable notice that the citi­ 
zens of a republic will neither tolerate their 
practices, their plots nor their threats 
against a friendly power. If necessary, 
their dastardly and bloody breathings 
mnst be made offenses. 
America must 
not become the tramping-ground for the 
assassination recruiting agents. The ques­ 
tion of the rights and wrongs of Ireland, 
the past mistakes or present errors of Eng. 
land, have nothing to do with it. We 
cannot, even with England’s example dur­ 
ing our late war before us, consent for a 
moment that funds shall be solicited in our 
streets for assault against her people by 
assassins. It is within the possibilities, if 
these outrageous proceedings continue, 
that Americana will, in their indignation 
at dynamite methods, rise to a determina­ 
tion not to tolerate the presence of the 
men who advocate and applaud them. 
There are enough, and too many, of such 
vermin as O’Donnovan Rossa, Herr Most 
and John Finerty in the country now, and 
there is probably but one way of teaching 
them the distinction between liberty and 
license. 
SILK CULTURE IS CALIFORNIA. 
A very interesting paper appears in this 
issue upon silk culture in California- Ic 
is an “ interview ” had between a press 
representative and the Secretary of the 
California Silk Culturists’ Association. 
When the bill in aid of the Association 
was ponding before the late Legislature 
we gave attention to the subject, and set 
out Bome of the reasons for encouraging 
the silk industry. The bill passed giving 
87,500 to promote the establishment of a 
silk-reeling school. It is a source of much 
gratification to know that a deep interest 
has been awakened in this State on the 
subject of silk culture. It opens up an 
avenue for the employment of labor that 
has had few opportunities to reward 
itself heretofore. Silk worms are now 
being raised 
in 
thirty-two 
of 
the 
fifty-two 
counties 
of 
the 
State. 
It is an employment that engages women 
and children mainly. It calls for no se­ 
vere physical exertion, and is an industry 
that does not involve capital beyond a 
nominal amount. Indeed, it íb prosecuted 
to the best advantage by farmers’ families, 
the wife, daughters and younger children 
of the household, and as a rale engages 
time that is generally known as “ spare 
hours.” The risks taken are so slight as 
to be unworthy of mention, and thus far 
no loss has been entailed upon any one who 
has engaged in the business here. The 
cocoons of California growth yield a better 
quality of silk than those of any other 
country, and command at piesent a prem­ 
ium over ordinary market values. The 
mulberry tree, the leaves of which consti­ 
tute the food of the silk-worm, will grow 
throughout two-thirds of the area of the 
State. Twenty or thirty trees are sufficient 
to engage the labor of a family of ordinary 
numbers. One hundred trees will afford 
large profitable returns to the cultivator. 
Each tree will furnish food sufficient 
for one thousand worms, and fifty psr cent, 
more with care and under scientific cnltnre. 
The paper we publish gives interesting 
details as to the prices eggs and cocoons 
command, and the profits to be realized. 
While these are not so large as to enter 
into the speculative realm, they have the 
higher qualities of certainty and the min­ 
imum of risk assumed. There is also an­ 
other important consideration involved— 
that there is no danger of too many en­ 
gaging in the industry. It is impossible 
to overstock the market with silk cocoons, 
or at least it will be for a great many years 
to come. 
The industry may therefore 
well engage all the surplus labor of the 
State represented by women and children, 
and this, too, without withdrawing the 
one class from household duty, or the other 
from the schools, for the time employed in 
caring for the worms and moths can be so 
adjusted as not to interfere, with any seri­ 


ousness, with the ordinary dnties of the 
parties. We have recently had occasion to 
inquire somewhat closely into the subject, 
have 
witnessed some 
practical 
ex­ 
emplifications of the work, and the con­ 
viction has resulted that though silk- 
growing is the third textile industry in the 
United States, this State will, at an early 
day, find a large element of wealth in silk 
culture, and be able to supply the bulk of 
the domestic demand for coeoons, and that 
the demand will augment with the exten­ 
sion of the industry. 


A QUESTION OF DESIGNATION. 
The Hebrew Leader complains of the 
barbarous custom of using the appellation 
“ Jew ” as an epithet. 
It claims that 
Judaism is not a nationality, as there is no 
Jewish nation, yet if a Hebrew is in Court 
with many, or a party to a suit with 
others, “ no designation of religion or na­ 
tionality is made in regard to any one else 
except him.’’ The Leader is warranted in 
its protest ; the followers of other faiths 
are seldom addreseed by the denominational 
title ; but we think it is in error in assum. 
ing that the title “ Jew ” is used by the 
general public in an offensive sense. It has 
rather come to be a conventional term, 
without other special meaning than to 
designate a class of people very distinctive 
in their characteristics, and is but rarely 
ussd in this day as “ an epithet,” and then 
it is not to be mistaken as to its character. 
We speak of the Irish, the Germans, the 
Scotch, as classes of people more or less 
clannish, maintaining among us distinctive 
organizations, and adhering to customs 
that not only indicate but prominently and 
most often proudly present the fact of na­ 
tionality. The Hebrews, however, are of 
nearly all nationalities, and when they are 
spoken of as “ JewsJtavith intent to of­ 
fend, it is a m attered manner, and one 
that applies as often when other classes 
are mentioned, as in the case of the 
term “ Yankee,” to indicate unpardonable 
shrewdness, 
or “ Pike,” to designate 
a degree of ignorance, or “ Hoosier,” a 
kind of stupidity. The truth of it is, there 
is altogether too much sensitiveness among 
certain classes of our people regarding ref­ 
erence to them as classes. The word 
“ Jew ” is used at times to give offense; 
and if the word “ Hebrew ” should en­ 
tirely take its place, the manner of its use 
might make it just as objectionable as 
when Irishmen or Yankees or Hoosiers are 
spoken of disrespectfully. We have had 
occasion before to remark upon the dangers 
of clannishness, and this subject is akin to 
it. Sensible men will not manifest equeam- 
ishness when the subject is broached, sim­ 
ply because their nationality or faith may 
be included in the criticism. Evidence is 
addressed to reason, and it is as clear as 
noonday that clannishness of nationalities 
is agrowing evil in this republic. To hide­ 
bound prejudice it is useless to appeal ; 
only blows serve for it. When, however, 
a class is spoken of with a view of casting 
odium upon it, there can be no mistake 
made as to the intent. We should feel no 
hesitancy whatever in speaking of the 
Jews asa class, and in discussing their 
characteristics, or criticising their class 
errors if occasion presented. But it is 
true that there is not frequent cause to 
do so, and that in American politics the 
Hebrews are less known as a class and 
exhibit less of clannishness than any other 
race of people. It ¡3 certain that they 
less than any race intrude the question of 
their religion into public affsirs, and in 
that regard they afford all others an ex­ 
cellent example. 


TBACHIdO THE LOVE OF MONEY. 
A W estern Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction, by regular system, is teaching 
the children in the public schools the love 
of money. Ha teaches them by many 
methods how to make it, save it, invest it, 
increase itself, enlarge its returns, etc., 
and for the most successful there are cor­ 
responding and independent rewards. This 
occasions the New York Tribune to throw 
np its hands and exclaim ; “ The chil­ 
dren!—bat, God save us, are there any 
more children?” W ith such accounts be­ 
fore us, we feel like prophesying that pres­ 
ently the reply may be made in the nega­ 
tive. Certainly there is no need to mature 
children more rapidly by teaching them 
either the love of money or the art of mere 
money-getting. 
To be frugal, to avoid 
spendthrift habits, to labor and earn ac­ 
cording to strength, the wise parent teaches 
the child. He impresses upon him the 
value of money, but avoids all teachings 
that inculcate a love of it. Our contem­ 
porary believes that children long have 
been, and are taught now, to love money 
for its own sake, and in its anger, as it re­ 
marks upon it, goes to the extreme of charg­ 
ing present evils largely to that fact—as 
peculation in office, laxity of financial 
morals, recklessness in trade, instability in 
corameroe, frequency of embezzlement, 
and “ a low standard of value in all things 
material, intellectual and religions.” But 
w itbo.. topping to consider the justness 
cf these conclusions, the allegation that love 
of money is taught is to be admitted, and 
condemnation of official school systems 
in tbat direction to be approved. 
Tbe 
world of example as to money and its 
methods will tutor our children soon 
enough. We need rather to impress upon 
them the right nse of money, for in its 
misuse is to be found the root of the evil. 
They should be taught its value as a means 
to lofty and pure ends, and the fatality of 
any other estimate should be kept con­ 
stantly in view. Dr. Crosby fears that 
the danger to our institutions resides in 
the personal accumulations of wealth, the 
antagonisms aggregated capital awakens, 
and the classes it creates and sets apart. 
If that be true the remedy is to be fonnd 
in teaching youth the right use of wealth, 
and in such a manner that the impression 
will never be lost, and this will prove more 
effective than all the restrictive govern­ 
mental measures the alarmists suggest. 
We can control and guide the love of 
money if we will, by inculcating the 
greater love for all that is better thaD 
money. If the rich oppress the poor, and 
the poor come to hate as well as envy the 
rich, and a dangerous antagonism results, 
it is not of necessity becanse of tbe wealth 
of the one or the poverty of the other 
class. 
In the evolution of ambition, 
the rich and poor change places. As 
Seneca pats it, the fault is not in riches, 
but in tbe mind. H the love of humanity 
is subordinated to the love of gold, the 
germ of the canse is to be fonnd in early 
education, and political control will give us 
no correetive'virtue. At all events, what 
Ovid termed “ the ungovernable passion 


for wealth ” certainly needs no stimulation 
in schools. The world is fall of noble ex­ 
amples of the right uBe of wealth, that 
teach its place in the economy of civiliza­ 
tion. Earned riches rightly used are safe­ 
guards to the possessor, against whom tbe 
world will not array itself in antag­ 
onism. It was recently said, and very 
truthfully, that “ no man's riches are the 
subject of envy when he uses them prop­ 
erly.” It is, after all, a question of right- 
living and right-doing; of monument- 
building in life; of “ the beneficent use of 
wealth to disarm envy ; ” of that feeling 
of trusteeship which makes the wealthy 
regard their fellowmen as specially in need 
of their best endeavors to promote their 
well-being ; and so we come in the end to 
the beginning, which is the education of 
the child not to love, but how to rightly 
use money. 
• 
DEMANDS for removal. 
Elsewhere are published significant reso­ 
lutions unanimously passed at the annual 
reunion of the Grangers’ Association of 
Sacramento county, held at Enterprise on 
the 12ch inst. Some four hundred repre­ 
sentatives of agricultural and horticultural 
interests were present, and politically the 
assemblage probably was about evenly di­ 
vided. The resolutions protest in warm 
terms against the election of W. M. Boggs 
to the position of Fruit I’est Inspector, aed 
demand his removal. This action was 
spontaneous, and the natural result of the 
outrageous methods employed to advance 
a political pensioner, at the expense of the 
people of the State, to a place he is wholly 
unqualified to fill. W ith but a single ex­ 
ception the expression of the representa­ 
tive press of the State has been in con­ 
demnation of Boggs as Inspector, and in 
approval of the demand for his removal. 
In many cases persistent following up of 
such a matter as this results in elevating 
the object to the plaes of a martyr, but 
Mr. Boggs will never enjoy that distinc­ 
tion. He should be removed, and at once. 
The last days of April and- the first days of 
May constitute the breeding season for the 
worst form of fruit pests, and it is at that 
time a vigilant and well-informed officer 
should be active in the discharge of duty, 
and in awakening others to a sense of their 
obligations to the State. But Inspector 
Boggs occupies fine offices in a liner 
buildiDg in San Francisco, and waits 
to receive communications 
and in­ 
formation. Hia predecessor was allowed no 
money for office rent, postage, implements, 
or a secretary, all which are provided for 
Mr. Boggs with broad State liberality. 
It he is able to hold the fort, bis 
office should be at the State Capitol, where 
no expense for rental would be incurred, 
and where no private business’ could be 
carried on, and because the capital is the 
most central Jocility in relation to the 
fruit business of the State. Instead of oc­ 
cupying brace-arm chairs in a California- 
street office furnished at State expense, be 
should be qualified, to take the field, visit 
the orchards and markets the State over, 
and inaugurate a vigorous war upon the 
fruit pests at once. 


NOT AS EXPECTED. 
Tne Legislature of Indiana established 
last year a metropolitan police system. 
The real purpose was to convert the police 
force of Indianapolis into a political ma­ 
chine for the convenient use of the Demo­ 
cratic party. But the pre*ty plan has not 
turned out as was expected. The Com­ 
missioners appointed were party men, but 
besides proved to have a due appreciation 
of their duties as officers when once sworn 
in. Tney manifested a desire from the 
outset to secure a good force of competent 
men, irrespective of their political beliefs, 
and ward politicians, log-rollers and ballot- 
box bullies, who expected to put on the 
stripes and bands of commanding and 
squad officers, were given distinctly to 
understand that they would receive no 
consideration except on examination as to 
competency, character and fitness. Of 
course the party men are furiouH at this 
inauguration of civil service reform, and a 
demand has been made for the application 
of the party lash to the backs of these 
self-respecting Commissioners. As a re­ 
sult there is a very animated debate going 
on in the Hoosier State as to whether the 
Commissioners shall bs sustained or incon­ 
tinently broken on the political wheel. 


A ora vs was robbed in Oakland, and arrests have 
been.made of those officers in whose Medical Col­ 
lege the body was found shortly after. But no trace 
of the grave robbers has been found, and probably 
will not be.

Rbcrsti.v the Rkcord-Ukiox entered upon the 
publication of a series of articles by E. Kemen, de­ 
scriptive of several foreign lands, the character of 
their people, their comm rce, trade, amusements, 
architecture, customs, etc. These articles are attract­ 
ing deserved attention, as they differ very material­ 
ly from the usual style of correspondents’ and tour­ 
ists’ letters. The paper presented this week treats 
of a very interesting section. 
Tiif. conviction of Brady, one of the Phoenix Park 
assassins, was exactly what was to hare been ex­ 
pected from the testimony given. It is true the 
chief witness was an informer, but the confederate 
is tbe best of witnesses when his statements are 
substantiated by other testimony, and by circum­ 
stances admi sible in evidence. The attempts to 
awaken B)mpatt)y for these Phoenix Park butchers 
will utterly fail. 
A o reat deal of p ther has tx en made over 
a girl named Burke, now in San Francisco, who in­ 
sists upon marrying a repulsive-looking Chinaman. 
For goodness sake, if the girl desires such associa­ 
tion, let her enjoy it. There is no accounting for 
tastes, and that this silly creature will indulge hers 
need not outrage the sentiments of any one—in. 
deed, for such as she, the Chinaman is tltogether 
too good. 
Tin tohacco exposition to open at Louisville, Ky., 
August 1st, is to be conducted by the local Tobacco 
Trade Association. Tue exhibits will be drawn 
from the great tobacco belt of the South mainly. 
The exposition will bring together producers, manu­ 
facturers and dealers for the first time since the 
war, we believe. It will be a convocation o! much 
importance.

The Courier-Journal says thit politicil power 
should not be sought as an end only. It the pur­ 
pose of either party is merely to get or hold office, 
all reason for its existence, all claim for popular sup 
port is at an end.

£ILK CULTURE. 


INTERESTING ACCOUNT OF SILK CULT­ 
URE IN CALIFORNIA. 


Balsing Silk worms—Good Profits for the 
Labor of Spare Hours—Employment 
for Women and Children. 


The following interview with Mrs. Keeney, 
Secretary of the California Silk CnlturisU’ 
Association of California, was held last week, 
and is presented to the readers < f the Recohd- 
Ukion as embodying very interesting infor­ 
mation, of e» 11trial interest to farmers’ fami­ 
lies, and to women and children desiring to 
engage in a light and profitable industry : 
Question—Are you Secretary of the Cali­ 
fornia Silk Culturists’ Association ? 
Answer—Yes, air. Recording and Business 
Secretary. 
Q —W hat is the present state of silk cult­ 
ure in California ? 
A —It is progressing very rapidly. Thirty- 
two counties are raising tilk-worms, 
Q —For the most part, how are they being 
raised ? 
A.—By small fawners, grangers, farmers’ 
wives and daughters—by personal enterprise 
instead of the use of capí ai. 
Q —What are the profits of silk culture, so 
far as demonstrated up to tbe present time ? 
A.—Mrs. H. C. Downing, of Sau Rafael, 
has experimented for two years past. She re- 
< eived the first prizsin the United States (of 
8100) in raising cocoons. The PnilaJelpbi* 
Lcdyer, in its report of the exhibition of 
Strautich & Clothier, says: 44The first pre­ 
mium of §100 was awarded to Mrs. U. C. 
Downing. This lot of cccoons gives the best 
result from the smallest number, and the 
quality of the silk is extra good, detaining 
164 coc tons to the quarter pound and yield­ 
ing I 21 ounces of reeled silk aDd 42 79 ounceB 
of waste.” These cocoons were in competi­ 
tion with the proouct of nearly all the States 
of the Union. For the second yeat’s experi­ 
ment she received 8210 from tbe Silk C'ult- 
nri.-t Association for cocoons and eggs, and 
810 from the San Joaquin Valley Fair as a 
prize. Miss Julia Fai-nBWortb, of San Jose, 
during her school vacation of six weeks, 
raised 99 pounds of cocoons. For these 90 
pounds she received 890. She also received a 
$50 prize from Philadelphia. 
Q.—What is first necessary to engage in 
this industry ? 
A.—The first thing ii to get the mulberry 
trees. Titey grow well iu this State, requir­ 
ing a light, loamy soil. They will grow any­ 
where below an elevation of 5,000 feet above 
the sea, and in some places at higher eleva­ 
tions. They do not do well where there is 
much frost late in the sp.-ing. They can be 
grown over two-thirds of the area of Cali­ 
fornia. 
(¿.—How many trees are recommended to 
he planted for the profitable employment of a 
family in this industry ? 
A.—Tfiat depends upon how largely they 
wanted to enter into the business—twenty or 
thirty trees perhaps would be sufficient. 
Mrs. Downing had ninety trees ; 100 tiee3 
wonld be a profitable investment. 
Q.—How nftmy cocoons could be raised on 
100 trees ? 
A.—I should think you could raise a thou­ 
sand worms to each tree. One hundred 
thousaud worms could be raised from one 
hundred 8 year-old trees. This is a moderate 
statement of the facts. With care and 
scientific culture 50 per cent, more could be 
raised, but the statement, to be safely within 
the result of experiment, may be placed at 
100,000 worms to 100 trees. 
Q —W hat is the value of cocoons ? 
A.—From SI to $1 15 per pound. 
Q.—How many cocoons are there to the 
pound ? 
A.—That is difficult to answer. Mrs. 
Downing raised 104 to the quarter pound. 
It depends on whether the co co o ds are heavy 
or light. If the worms are not well fed it 
will require more of them to make a pound. 
It would probably ^ake from 500 to 000 
cocoons to make a pound. 
Q.i—Can people reel their own silk 5 
A.—Yes, B ¡r; by band reels. 
Q —Wfiat is the product in money per 
v 
A.—About $2 to 82 50 per tree. 
Q.—How rnauy trees can be grown to the 
acre, where the land is adapted to the growth 
of the tree ? 
A.—From five to six hundred are planted 
to the acre. 
Q —Do yon know of an instance where 
$1,000 has bien obtained from an acre'! 
A —There aie instances reported to our 
society, but I caunot recill one to my mind. 
There is a very singular fact that has come 
to our knowledge. 
In every instance of 
European experience it requires twelve 
pounds of cocoons to make one pcund of 
reeled silk. 
In California it requires but 
four pounds of cocoons to make one p^und of 
reeled silk. The silk worms of California, up 
to this time, have been very well fed. Tnere 
has been no overstocking of the trees with 
worms, and as a ccmstquence tho quality of 
the silk is better and the quantity produced 
by each indi vie nal worm greater. 
Q.—What is your opinion of the profit of 
silk culture on a large scale? 
A.—I do not think it will pay by means of 
hired labor. 
Q.—You mean then that Bilk culture is 
profitable employment for the surplus labor 
of the farm, i. cluiirg the labor of wives, 
daughters and children ? 
A.—Ye>-, sir ; that is my opinion. 
Q —1) i you know how many persona are 
engaged in the industry in this State ? 
. A.—About ICO persons are engaged in Cali­ 
fornia, to my knowledge. 
Q —Are you in corremondence with all 
persone ia the silk culture ? 
A.—Yes. sir ; nearly nil. 
Q.—What are your reports front them ? 
A.—Tnose who have raised for the sale of 
eggs to foreign markets have made it profit- 
aole. I will give two instances: Mr. Gar- 
boriua (a blacksmith by trade), of Jack­ 
son, Autador county, wife and daughters 
have cleared from 8800 to §500 each year for 
many years past fór their eggs. Mr. Prince, 
of Aitavillv, states, that his daughters have 
averaged $800 per annum for several years 
from the sale of egg*. There is no demand 
for eggs now. The market for eggs fluctuates. 
There may be a great demand for eggs for 
two or three years, and then the demand may 
cease for several yearp. Therefore wa are 
tnrn-.ng our attention to raising cocoons for 
sale and shipment. We can ship cocoons to 
foreign markets, but it ia not so profitable as 
the shipment of eggs. We only ship cocoons 
when there is no demand for eggs. The co­ 
coons we sent to Philadelphia appeared so 
well that more or le«s were eeot to the diff.-r- 
e.it manufacturers throughout the East, and 
we were told the silk surpassed the best 
French ard Italian siik in the test of fine 
qualities. The manufacturers in the Fax-, 
have contracted with us f >r three years at 25 
cents per p jund more than the actual market 
price, to encourage silk culture in this State. 
The Society applied to the last Legislature 
for an appropriation of $10,000 the first year 
and $5 000 the second year. The Legislature 
responded in part, giving $5 000 the first 
year and $2,500 the second, for the purpose of 
establishing a Filature or Reeling School for 
teaching the process of reeling siik. 
Q —From your experienc i and observation 
do you think it practicable for almost every 
farmer iu the State to engage to a limited ex­ 
tent in silk culture ? 
A.—Yes, sir, I do ; undoubtedly. 
Q.—If all would engage ip it the product 
would be enormous ? 
A —Yes, t-ir, it would. California could 
produce the entire amount consumed in the 
United States. 
Q.—Oan eggs be easily obtained ? 
A.—The Japanese Consul seot to the 
society one million and a quarter of eggs for 
distribution, which we distributed free 
throughout the S.ate. 
Recurring to tbe 
question as to the pleasure and profi-, I desire 
to say that it has proven profitable to all who 
have engaged in it. No one has incurred a 
loss who has engaged in it. Sometimes we 
import eggs which become diseased, and if 
great care is not taken in picking out the dis­ 
ea ed eggs, lose will of course be sustained, I 
desire to call attention to one revelation in 
silk culture ot recent origin, which is to have 
an important bearing npon the industry. 
Formerly tbe pierced co co o ds, or such coco ms 
as had been perforated by the moth, were re­ 
garded as worthless. The floss silk which 
envelopes these c -coons and which was re­ 
moved, is now util:zed. Tne credit of this is 
due to Cheeney Bros., who have invented a 
machine, through the aid of which the 
fl ss enveloping tbe cocoons is now util­ 
ized and the pisreed cccoons are reeled. 
This firm pays ninety cents per ponnd 
f r material, wnich in the recent past was 
regarded as worthless, thus adding materially 
to the industry. Cheeney Bros, bsv that the 
pierced c coons from California are far aupe 
rior to those received from Europe and the 
Eastern States. The industry is capable of 
giving profitable employment to every lady, 
to every child over eight years old, in the 
State. The demand for cocoons or for reeled 
silk is practically unlimited, and if all our 
women and children were engaged in silk 


culture they could Bot produce enongh te 
change the value of the article produced, or 
affect the market in any way. A single acre 
of land will produce from 500 to 600 trees, 
and these producing nearly a return of $2 per 
tree, wonld give from $1,000 to $1,200 to the 
acre. For tbe most part tbe families of Cal­ 
ifornia—by which I mean women and chil­ 
dren belonging to the family—could produce 
all that could be raised from one acre of trees 
in the §pare time now usually wasted ; there­ 
fore. whatever is produced from the trees be­ 
comes clear profit to the family.

For so dog' tim e p w t there have been rumors 
afloat th at a euit would be brought against 
the county officers by the old iffi^ers to re­ 
gain possession of the tffices, but tte m atter 
had usually been considered a huge joke, and 
when a summons was served 011 County 
Treasurer Greenlaw yesterday “ to require 
y>,u to set forth the tenure by which you hold 
the office cff County Treasurer of Sacramento 
county, and that you be declared not to be 
the Treasurer of Sacramento ciuuty, and 
L). E. Cailaftan be declared to be the Treas­ 
urer of Sacramento county," it fell like a 
thunderbolt among tbe county officials, and 
the m atter was the subject of conversation 
around the Ccart-house (he remainder of the 
day. 
I.e .vo has been obtained of the A ttor­ 
ney-General to use the people as plaintiff in 
the action. 
The attorneys for the plaintiff 
are ex-Attorney-Ganeral H art and E i. M. 
M artin 
The position which they take may 
be brit fly stated as follows : 
The I. gislaturs passed au Act, approve! 
Ti M arch HO. 1874, entitled, “ An A ct in relation 
to the government of the county of Sacra­ 
m ento.” 
Section 1 of this Act provides 
that “ at the general election m Septem­ 
ber, A. D. 1875, there shall be elected by 
the 
qaalili J 
electors 
of 
Saor»m»nto 
county one Sheriff, who shall be ex officio 
Tax Collector; one Auditor, who shall be 
ex ifficio Recorder, and such other county 
officers as are now provided by law .” 
The law under which the last election for 
county officers was held is what is generally 
known as the “ H artson A ct,” approved 
M arch 7, 1881, and entitled “ An A ct to 
amend Section 4109 of ‘ an A ct to eatihh-h 
a Political Code,’ approved M arch 12. 1872, 
relating to the election and term s of office of 
county,city and county and township officers, 
and to repeal Sections 4024, 4027 and 4111 of 
said Political Code.” 
This was intended as a general law, to be 
applicabla to all tbe counties of the State. 
Section 3 of the A ct reads : “ All Acts and 
p .rts of Acts in conflict with this A ct are 
hereby repealed.” 
The question to be determined in this esse 
is whether the epecial Act of M arch 30, 1874, 
is rep aied by the amendment approved 
M arcn 7, 1881. 
Counsel hold that it is not, 
and in support of that opinion they refer to a 
of the Supreme Court in the case of 
W ood vs. Board of Election Oomtnif- 
sioners, 58 Cab, page 581 
This was an ap­ 
plication for a mandamus to compel the 
Board of K action Commissioners of San 
Francisco to order an election to beheld ia 
the city aud county of San Francisco for the 
election of municipal officers. 
In this case it 
was held that the A ct of April 2, 1866, with 
a subsequent amendment, fixing the time for 
bolding municipal elections in San Francisco, 
is not repealed by the amendment of M arch 
7. 1881, to the Political Code, and th at tbe 
Constitution of 1879 does not repeal the said 
special Act. 
In regard to the Hartson A ct (approved 
M arch 7, 1S81). the opinion says :I “ If it was 
the intention of the Legislature to amend or 
repeal the provisions of any other statute 
than th at specified, it is difficult to conceive 
of a title more repugnant than this is to th at 
provision of the Constitution which requires 
th at the subject of every A ct shall be ex­ 
pressed in its title.” 
Counsel hold the opinion th at the special 
A ct of April 2, 1866, bears exactly the same 
relation to San Francisco as does the Act ap­ 
proved M arch 30 ,1874, to Sacramento county. 
From the plaintiff ’a side everything ap­ 
pears to be plain sailing. 
As the suit was 
sprung late in the afternoon yesterday, and 
rather unexpectedly, counsel for the defend­ 
ant has had no time to look into the m atter. 
Shortly after the summons was served Dis­ 
trict A ttorney Carey was found surrounded 
by law books. 
He expressed the opinion that 
there was “ nothing in it.” 
H e said be was 
positive th a t a decision of the Supreme Court, 
rendered last fall, entirely 
covered 
the 
ground, bnt having forgotten the title he hud 
not found it. 
This is only intended as a test case, but 
should it be decided th at the special Act re­ 
lating to this county was not repealed by the 
H artson Act, then there was no legal elec­ 
tion for county officers at the last general 
election, and under tbe law which provides 
th at officers shall hold until successors are 
elected and qualified, the old officers will re­ 
gain their offices. 
The case will be pu-hed 
as rapid y as possible, so th at it may reach 
the Supreme Court as early as the M ay ses­ 
sion in this city. 
______

THIRD WARD ELECTION FRAUD. 


Plain Talk from Repuollcan Committee­ 
men as to Party Responsibility, 


E ds. R e c o rd U n io n : Upon the recount 
cf the ballots cast at tbe late city election, 
had in the Superior Court, it developed that 
a gross and palpable fraud had been commit* 
ted after the polls had closed in Precinct 31, 
and that among tbe 300 tickets last connted 
in that precinct some 58 had been marked 
and mutilated with a black lead pencil in 
such a manner as to show upon their fa 2 
that they had been tampered with since they 
h»d been voted. 
1 observed a communica­ 
tion in yi ur evening contemporary of last 
night signed “ Democrat," in relation to this 
fraud, and while my intellect is not keen 
enough to grasp the exact idea of the writer, 
1 infer th at be labors under the idiotic idea 
th at the Republican City Committee has the 
power to investigate tbe fraud. 
I am not in 
the habit of replying to anonymous newspaper 
articles, and would not pay attention to this 
one, but th at the time seems to have arrived 
for another movement supplemental to that 
made by the Republican Committee calling 
on the parties who alone can investigate the 
fraud—„ce law offijsrs of the city and county 
—to act in the m atter. 
I desire to cad pub­ 
lic attention to a few facts in conLection 
with this m atter, and in stating these facte I 
will say th at they will not be contradicted hv 
any living man. 
The election in Precinct 31 
was supervised by a Democratic bjard oi 
elec'im , appointed by a Democratic Board 
of T rustees; and this fraud must have oc­ 
curred under their very noses. 
From almost 
the time the ballot» w tra counted, Democrats 
w»re circulating reports in the city that 
the tickets in Precinct 34 bad been altered 
during the cou" ting by a Republican “ under 
tbe table.” 
W hen the tericd p ickage of 
ballots 
was 
taken 
from 
the 
box 
ia 
Court, 
and 
while 
it 
was 
lying 
on the Judge’s desk, and it was admitteu by 
both sides th at the seals were unbrokar, aud 
th at it bad not been tampered with since it 
left the precinct, the attorneys for the 
Democratic respondent stated in open Court 
th at fraud would be discovered among those 
ballots; th at they had witnesses present to 
prove how the tickets had been changed and 
by whom, and they requested the Judge to 
commence the count with the first tickets 
strung, stating th at the fraud would be found 
to exist among the last few hundred tickets 
strung. 
The Judge decided to count that 
precinct as he had the others—commencing 
with the tickets last strung—and the sophisti­ 
cated tickets were at the precise place on the 
string indicated by the Democratic counsel. 
M r. Knox’s counsel dismissed the case, stat­ 
ing that th at gentleman would not take the 
office if it should appear th at everything was 
not fair. 
The Republican Committee itn- 
mediately 
met, 
and 
not 
having the 
power to order the production aud inspec­ 
tion of the ballots; not having the power 
to require the Democratic election offic»ra to 
do what the very nature of the caee should 
prom pt them to do without asking—make a 
I ublic explanation of how it was possible for 
such a fraud to have been committed, they 
being the officers whose duty it was especially 
to guard against i t ; and not having the 
power to compel the Democratic counsel to 
disclose the knowledge which enabled them 
to indicate where, in a eealed package of bal­ 
lots, the fraud would be found and generally 
tbe manner of its perpetration, the Republi­ 
can Committee did all it could do—denounced 
the fraud and called upon the proper officers 
to investigate it. 
Since the day after the 
discovery of this fraud, I am iaformed that 
a blank complaint bag been at the office of 
the City Attorney, waiting for some of those 
gentlemen, who “ Knew all about” the fraud 
before the seals of the package were broken, 
to come and insert the name of the offender 
and swear to it. 
I am alro informed that, so 
far as piss ble, the gentlemen “ who knew all 
about i t ” werenotitied that tb iscomplaint was 
there, but so far the City A ttorney’s I rouble 
in preparing the document had been vaia. I t 
certainly seems th at the gentlemen who su­ 
pervised this election owe it to the public to 
explain why they did not discover this fraud, 
as it was committed in a very small room, 
and within a few'feet of them . 
I t does seem 
th at the Democratic counsel should disclose 
the information which enabled them to so 
precisely locate the position of the marked 
ballots on a strirg of S00. 
I t would seem 
th at the party who gave them this accurate 
information m ust have a guilty knowledge of 
this fraud, or he m ust have such knowledge 
as will point w iih certainty to the guilty 
party. 
I t has always occurred to me as sin­ 
gular th at this gentleman, whoever he may 
be, should have seen a man under the table 
m arking these ballots, and should have taken 
so particular notice of it as to know at what 
part of the Btrirg he was operating, and yet 
should not have called the attention of tbe 
policeman, the officers of election or the by­ 
standers present, to the m atter. 
Now, as to the motive for this fraud. 
If it 
was committed by a man who proposed to 
help Knox on a recount, the man who did it 
was au imbecile, for no sane or reasonable 
man would expect tickets so conspicuously 
debased 
to 
pass 
the scrutiny of any 
Court. I f. on the other hand, we assume that 
reasons existed why Knox might be bene­ 
fited by a recount, and that the party who 
changed the ballots was a man of ordinary in­ 
telligence, and knew th at tbe accepted iuleof 
law in this State is that the ballots are primary 
evicien :e in a m atter of recount, except that 
when it has been made to appear, by proof 
or by the ballots, prima facie, that they Lave 
been sophisticated—in which ease the returns 
prevail—we can well imagine why the ballots 
should be so marked as to make it appear 
palpable th at a fraud had been perpetrated, 
and to appear, presumably.^ that it 
had 
been stupidly committed in Knox’s interest. 
If any information is furnished to the Re­ 
publican Committee, pointing to a member 
of their party as the perpetrator ef the fraud, 
the committee will spare no effort to secure 
hid active prosecution and conviction. 
Itb a i 
happened, unfortunately, th at no member of 
the Republican Committee wa3 in the elcc- 
tion-room at th at precinct that night. I f, on 
the other hand, the Democratic Committee 
remain apathetic as they have, and do not 
bring out the proof which memberd of their 
party claim to have in their possession, it is 
to be reasonably precumed th at the public 
will lodge the responsibility for this fraud to 
members of their party, and will assume that 
the party organization has not the backbone 
to prosecute the m atter.

Pages and 
Peasants, with personages whose co¡turnes were expressive of sentiment, 
typical of fl ivveir, insects, and even domestic animals, disported ia the 
gxy assemblage. 
Mrs. Vanderbilt appeared as a Venitian Princess, in 
a costume with the waist and train of magnificent blue satin, opening 
on a petticoat of yellow brocade, and a Venitian cap, ornamented with 
the richest j .'wels—thedrere from a painting by C abañal: Mr. Vander­ 
bilt appeared as the Due de Guise, in yellow silk tights, with black and 
yellow trunks, and a black velvet coat < pening on a yellow doublet, w ith 
the Order of St. Michael suspended from a black ribbon, a white wig, 
and black velvet shoes, with jeweled buckles—after an original portrait 
of the Duke of Guise, in the gallery of W in.

India broche, generally applied according to the design of the material, 
outlined with gold thread or very del cate goad tinsel BOutache, with the 
effect of applique embroidery completed by a row of rat-tail fringe 
incorporating tne co'or* in tbe broche.

The Japanese. 
Japan is the most beautiful country in 
the world. 
Everything appears like a 
miniature garden, and the pagodas and 
temples, houses and hovels, and hills and 
mountains form a scene notj easily de­ 
scribed. 
The port to which all strangers 
arrive is Yokohama, a larpj city of 100,­ 
000 inhabitants. The harbor is crowded 
with junks and a class of boats that corre­ 
spond to our gunboats. 
The men on these 
floating stores look very peculiar, some­ 
thing like animated haystacks. 
Their 
dress consists of straw woven together. 
One thing noticeable in the streets of 
Japanese towns is the lack of horses as a 
means of passenger conveyance. 
Instead, 
there is a sort of large baby carriage, just 
big enough to hold a man, and it is drawn 
by a coolie, or laborer, in front, and pushed 
from behind by another coolie. 
These 
coolies are remarkable for their endurance. 
They always trot while in motion, and 
have been known to make fifty miles a 
day. 
This exercise makes them very mus­ 
cular, but as a rule they die young on ac­ 
count of over-exercise. 
Another feature 
of Japanese cities is the tea-houses, of 
which there are a large number, and the 
ceremony gone through with in getting a 
meal at one of them is very imposing to a 
stranger. 
A bill of fare which is given to 
a stranger, or native, is sonp, raw fish, 
shrimps and sandwiches. 
Ignite another 
distinctive feature of Japan is the beds, or 
sots, as they might be called. 
If the un­ 
wary stranger does not happen to have a 
box of insect-destroyer about him he will 
learn what this distinctive feature is with­ 
out being told. 
There are two forms of 
worship among the Japanese—the worship 
of idols and the worship of Buddha. 
Tne 
temples and pagodas are exquisite in work­ 
manship, and are almost tawdry on ac­ 
count of the number of ornaments on 
them.—[Lowell Institute Lecture. 


A Kite Problem.

Answer About D orchester B ights 
The following answer to last weeks in­ 
quiry has been received from 
Roger 
Sprague (aged 13), a pupil at the B -rkeley 
High School, as to what occurred after 
construction of the intrenchmeuts on Dor­ 
chester Hights. 
He says : 
About tlic 1st of March, 1776, Washington com­ 
menced a severe cannonade upon Boston,'which was 
occupied bv the British General Howe, with 7,000 
troops. On the night of the 4th of that month a 
party of American troops, with intrenching tools, 
took possession of the hights, unobserved by the 
Britian sentinels. Before morning they ha 1 "com­ 
pleted a line of fortifications which threatened both 
the town and the enemt'a ships in the harbor. In 
the morning the Britisn beheld with amazement the 
extensive works which had sprung up in a single 
night, and saw that the Americans must be immedi­ 
ately dislodged or the towu evacuated. Three 
thousand troops were immediately ordered to em ­ 
bark and attack the iutrenchmeats. This was pre­ 
vented by a violent storm, which suddenly arose 
and kept the boats from proceeding to the atta k. 
Howe, the British General, now fouud it necessary 
to leave the city without delay. On the 17th of 
March he, with the whole British army and 1,500 
Tor}' families, in seventv-eight ships anil transports, 
set sail for Halifax. Scarcely was the rear guard of 
the enemy out of the city when Washington en­ 
tered it, to the great joy of the inhabitants, with 
colors flying and drums beating and all tbe other 
forms of victory and triumph. 
The above is the only answer thus far 
received, but as all the books in the City 
Library which might have information 
upon the subject have been taken out dur­ 
ing the past week by young readers, if any 
different or additional iuformation is sent 
to tbe Record Union by them, as early as 
next Thursday, it will be published.

The Hoosier mine of Calaveras promises 
to make a good paying piece of property. 
The ore in a mine found by a “ dowser ” 
at Tombstone is said to go as high as $300 
a ton. 
There are said to be vast deposits of 
gold and silver ore in the Calistoga mining 
district. 
Tne Howell Smelting Company, of Ari­ 
zona, have ordered two additional forty- 
ton smelters. 
It is expected that two or three more 
quartz mills will be erected in Barker, M. 
T., the coming summer. 
A big strike is reported in ths Sheep 
Ranch mine, Calaveras county. 
They say 
gold is being cut out witb chisels. 
It is almost a settled fact that a ten- 
stamp quartz mill will be runniog in King 
canyon, Napa, before another year. 
A beautiful piece of float rock was found 
at Gold Flat, Nevada county, laBt week. 
It contained $10 to $15 worth of gold. 
Copper Mountain, A. T., is to have a 
thirty-ton smelter. 
A town site has been 
laid off, 
and things 
are expected to 
“ boom.” 
The prospects are favorable for a perma­ 
nent and lively mining camp at Willow 
Creek, Nevada, and mine owners and pros­ 
pectors are encouraged by the ontlook. 
There is a prospect that a strip of fifteen 
milts on the north side of the Colville and 
Moses reservation, where the best mines 
exist, will soon be thrown open to settle­ 
ment. 
The Mountain E<:ho says : 
An im­ 
mensely rich deposit of gold was found in 
Bear Mountain district, some five miles 
northwest of this place, last week, and it 
is said that over $7,000 wa3 taken oat 
within three days after the discovery. 
Messrs. Crane and Barke, of the Mead­ 
ows, have discovered a lode of silver- 
bearing qnartz in the hills, about three 
miles east of Barney Clow's, that bids fair 
to be a good thing. 
Two assays of tht 
croppings were made by Mr. Williams that 
gave $43 36 and $82 94 respectively per 
ton.—[Austin, Nev., Journal.

Churntown, Shasta county, with a number 
of gold specimens that are exciting our 
mining sharps. 
Experts have said that if- 
this rind holds out it will yield $2,000 per 
ton.

by most skillful physicians only to be de 
vtloped by sqpie sudden occurrence There 
was an eminent physician of H'ooklyn, in 
active practice, who died within an hour of 
a time when he was about to lecture. 
He 
was so well that, after examination by 
skilled physicians of a first-class insurance 
company, he was declared to be perfectly 
sound, 
and 
a 
policy 
for 
£10,000 
insurance on his life reached his home be­ 
fore the body was cold. 
The cause of his 
death was a mystery until the post mor­ 
tem examination, by Dr. John G. John­ 
son of Brooklyn, showed that a little 
piece of chalky deposit in the heart had 
become loosened and formed an embolism. 
The man had simply taken some speci­ 
mens out of his desk, and he died in his 
chair without any excitement or undue 
tff>rt. 
Any little excitement might have 
done i t ; the exertion of grief might have 
done it, and then his death would have 
been cited aB that from broken heart. 
So-called deaths from broken hearts may 
be frequently traced in this way. 
One 
exertion as well as another may furnish 
the requisite culmination. 
Medical books 
are filled with instances of death by dis­ 
ease during the performance of pleasurable 
natural functions. 
W hen a man is nearly 
dead it is easy to put on him the finish­ 
ing stroke, but it is inaccurate to give 
tbe finishing stroke all the blame of his 
death. 
W hen a woman loses her hus­ 
band, or a girl loses her lover, and by 
nsrvous exhaustion, loss of sleep, lack of 
nourishment and grief, weakens the action 
of her heart, she is said to die of a 
broken heart, but she has in fact died 
of| a very ordinary disease. 
The case of 
Bill Poole, living tor days with a ball in his 
heart, is often spoken of as remarkable ; 
but Dr. Flint recalls a case where a man 
had a ball in hie heart tw enty years, and 
finally died of pneumonia. 
Both these men 
had healthy hearts, and could not have had 
them broken by grief. 
Yet, in fact, more 
men than women die of heart disease. 
Out 
of sixty-one observed cases thirty-seven 
were males. Another record showed seven­ 
teen males out of twenty.four cases. 
A n­ 
other record showed that in sixty-tw o cases 
of rupture of the heart there was fatty de­ 
generation existing. 
One observer recorded 
seventeen caees out of twenty-four where 
the heart was rup ured, and where fatty 
degeneration existed. 
In other words, 
when fat is substituted for muscle, the or­ 
gan is easily broken. 
If any of these dis­ 
eased people had been subjected to sudden 
grief they might have furnished illustra­ 
tions of heart-breaking. 
One medical ob­ 
server records 100 cases of rupture of the 
heart 
where 
there 
was 
no 
grief 
to 
account 
for 
it. 
In 
fact, 
grief 
is 
a 
very 
rare 
cause 
of 
heart­ 
breaking. Disease is the real cause of heart 
breaking, and the various kinds of disease 
whicfi lead to it are so many that volumes 
would be necessary to describe them. The 
causes of these diseases are manifold, and 
are very much under the control of the in­ 
dividual. 
There are, of coarse, hereditary 
tendencies to heart disease ; but, aside from 
traumatic causes, 
these tendencies may 
exist for years without fatal result. 
It ij 
a curious fact that the least dangerouB 
heart disease often creates the most appre­ 
hension. 
Frequently patients who have 
only a functional or curable disorder will 
not be persuaded that calamity does not 
impend, 
although there may be no real 
danger. 
On the other hand, organic dis­ 
ease may exist unsuspected. 
There are 
sympathetic relations between the mind 
and the hesrt, and disorders of the heart 
are frequently traceable to mental excite­ 
ment, either pleasurable or painful. Quick 
beating of the heart is no certain symptom 
of danger. 
It has been demonstrated that 
the puUe may Bafely range from 100 to 140 
per minute for many years.”—[N ew York 
Sun.

Taxation will be based upon the excel­ 
lent principle that a certain amount of 
money being required in order to m eet the 
cost of government, those ought, in the 
main, to pay it who can best afford it. The 
suras that are now levied on industry by 
means of customs and excise will be raised 
by a progressive income tax aDd a pro­ 
gressive succession duty. 
It is very clear 
that no individual can want more invested 
capital than such an amount aB will pro­ 
duce in interest an income sufficiently 
large to enable him to gratify all his real 
and all his acquired wants. 
More is sur­ 
plusage, and the owner of this surplusage 
has no real right to demand that society 
shonld be taxed to secare him m the pos­ 
session of it. 
W hat can a man with a for­ 
tune beyond the very dreams of avarice do 
with his money ? 
H e has to compete in 
thousands with others as rich as himself 
for the possession of china cups and sau­ 
cers, which may be intrinsically worth as 
many pounds, or he employs it in some 
other equally silly manner. 
Very large 
fortunes—as the Americans are learning— 
are a positive danger to a democratic State. 
To take from the individual all above a 
certain amount, however just in theory, 
might, however, have its disadvantages 
To take one-half beyond the amount re 
garded as alike safe to the State and suffi­ 
cient for the individual would be ben-ficial 
1 1 both, and 50 per cent, might be laid 
down as the lim it to which an income 
tax should in any case extend. 
It may 
be said that in this case aocumula ion 
would cease beyond the fixed amount. 
No 
harm would ensue if it did, but as a matter 
of fact it would not. 
Of course right to 
raise money for local purposes now pos­ 
sessed by ex officio magistrates would be 
at once swept away. 
The principles of 
local self-government, viz : imposition of 
local taxes by the representatives of all the 
inhabitants of a locality, and local control 
over expenditure, would be pnehed to their 
ultimate consequences. 
W e should have 
elected parish fx>ard9 in each parish, just 
as we have now elected borough boards in 
municipal towns. 
In each county there 
would be an elected county board, and 
each board—county, municipal or parish— 
would have full power over all matters 
wh ch only affect its locality. 
The excel­ 
lent system of local self-government which 
obtains in some of the New Keg land States 
might be adopted by us almost in its en­ 
tirety with signal advantage. 
Thus the 
people, by being allowed to control their 
local affairs, would receive a political edu­ 
cation, and be better able to realize the 
dnties and responsibilities of citizenship. 
Local self-government also, in the fullest 
acceptation of the word, w eald be accorded 
to Ireland, and in this way the long-stand­ 
ing grievance of the Irish would be re- 
m oved.— [H enry

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EXPRESSIONS OF THE PRESS ABOUT THE 
ELECTION OF UR. BCGGS. 
Petaluma Courier (Democratic): The 
State Board of Horticulture was duly or­ 
ganized under the new law at Sacramento 
last week, by the election of W. M Boggs, 
of Napa, President and bug inspector, 
salary $100 per month; Dr. Chapin, of 
San Jose, Vice President; General M. G. 
Vallejo, of Sonoma, Treasurer; and A. H. 
Webb, of Oakland, Secretary, salary ST5 
?er month. The report in the R ecord* 
Fnio n shows the session was a boisterous 
one, strong objections being made by two 
of the members against the election of 
Boggs for President and bug inspector, be­ 
cause two members were absent and the 
gentleman-elect was not competent. Bat 
the President and inspector was a stayer, 
had no notion of deing defeated, voted for 
himself every pop, and decided every 
question in his own favor like a little mas. 
The way be showed up his qualifications, 
and the tenacity and promptness witn 
which he decided in favor of the newly- 
elected President and inspector showed con­ 
clusively that if he didn’t know much about 
bugs and worms, he did fully appreci­ 
ate the difference between a private citizen 
and real estate dealer and a State officer 
with a salary worth $150 a month. Now 
we have known the new President and bug 
critic for many years, have always liked 
him, like him yet, and it pleased us im­ 
mensely to see how easily a Napa man 
oonld squeeze into a good fat office. We 
have not looked upon this new horticult­ 
ural law with much favor, and with a man 
for worm interviewer who has bngology on 
the brain, and more microscopes than com­ 
mon sense about him, he might become a 
terror, and an unbearable nnisance to fruit­ 
growers. But Boggs knows the difference 
between a bullfrog and a caterpillar, has 
good B ound horse-seuse, and will do work 
enoagh in showing up arouud to earn that 
$150 a month salary, without serious in­ 
jury to the bugs or orchards. Talk about 
incompetency ! 
Why, a man who can 
manipulate a Board as our friend did the 
Board of Horticulture, is qualified for Gov­ 
ernor. 
Grass Valley Tidings (Democratic) : W. 
M. Boggs, of Napa, was appointed on the 
State Board of Horticulture (this State, 
with even its bugs and worms, is run by 
Boards and Commissions), and when Mr. 
Boggs was appointed, Governor Stoneman, 
it is asserted, recommended that Mr. 
Boggs be made by the Board “ Horticult­ 
ural Officer and Inspector of Fruit Pests. ” 
The Board heeded the recommendation of 
the Governor, and Mr. Boggs was given a 
position which has attached to it a salary 
of $150 a month and traveling exoeusss to 
the amount of $750 per annum. Upon this 
being done, Felix Giilet, of Nevada City, 
and Mr. Chapin, of San Jose, protested, 
and their protest was of no effect on the 
Board, and Mr. Boggs held on to his 
place. 
On this Mr. Gillet resigned 
from the Board. He says Mr Boggs 
is entirely unfit for the position 
because, he said, Boggs had not the 
knowledge requisite. In other words, 
Mr. Boggs knows little about tree 
culture or about bugs and worms 
that hurt trees and fruits. Matthew 
Cooke, who is thoroughly posted on such 
subjects, should have been made Horticult­ 
ural Officer and Inspector of Fruit Pests. 
We think Mr. Gillet is right in the matter, 
and we shall be much surprised if Mr. 
Boggs ever develops a Napoleonic genius 
in his fight against bugs and worms. 
Stockton Mail (Democratic) : “ Wm. 
BoggB, of Napa, has been appointed to the 
State Board of Horticulture. The selec­ 
tion íb admirable.” So says the Oakland 
Times. The Times boasts that it occupies 
a certain and solid place in politics. 
That is to say, it belongs to a party, and 
upholds its political organization through 
thick and thin. It was therefore its duty 
to say of Mr. Boggs’ appointment, seeing 
that he is a Democrat and is the creature 
of a Democratic Governor, that it was emi­ 
nently fit, and all that. Journals like the 
Mail, whichclaimthe privileges of telling the 
truth about these things, the Times thinks 
nebulous and uncertain, politically. 
Now 
it happens that the appointment of Mr. 
BoggB and his subsequent election to an 
important place in the Board, upon the 
recommendation of the Governor, consti­ 
tute a very unfortunate affair. Mr. Boggs 
acknowledged that he knew nothing of the 
duties of the office to which he had been 
called, but said that he would try and 
learn them. 
After quoting from the R ecord-U n io n’s 
editorial upon the subject, the Mail con­ 
cludes : “ It is therefore pretty evident 
that the appointment of Mr. Boggs was 
not admirable at all. 
In fact it was a 
very grave mistake.” _ 
San Jose Times (Democratic) : Felix Gil­ 
let may have doDe well to resign from the 
State Board of Horticulture in preference 
to associating with persons who conspired 
to deliberately rob the State Treasury in 
violation of law by voting for the appoint­ 
ment of a man as Inspector of Fruit Pests 
whom they knew to be incompetent. But 
perhaps he would have done better to have 
stood his ground, and by keeping on the 
inside to have secured a certain leverage 
by meaná of which requisite changes could 
have been made when circumstances per­ 
mitted. This, however, is a matter on 
which persons differ greatly. It is cer­ 
tainly impossible to purify politics by stay­ 
ing outside of it and letting the worst men 
in the country control i t ; and it does not 
seem probable that the efficiency of the 
Board of Horticulture will be promoted 
when the best men allow politicians and 
dough heads to ran it to suit themselves. 
Three men of character, capacity and ex­ 
perience in that Board could, if they 
would, compel the resignation of knaves 
and incompetents by keeping up a fusil­ 
lade at suitable intervals. 
Oroville Mercury (Republican): Felix 
Gillet, of Nevada county, has sent in his 
resignation to the Governor as one of the 
Horticultural Commissioners. He assigns 
as a reason that the Board, in the absence 
of three members, took the opportunity 
to elect an incompetent Inspector of Fruit 
Pests, and therefore he cannot sanction its 
action by remaining a member. Next to 
Matthew Cooke, perhaps, Mr. Gillet was 
the most experienced entomologist and 
horticulturist of the Board. The action 
of the Board in foisting a politician upon 
the public as Inspector, who has no fitness 
for the position, according to his own 
statement, is unfortunate, and mast bring 
the whole Commission into contempt. 


T h e E ducated A ctor.—There are an­ 
ecdotes extant of even the finest actorB the 
stage has known, more than enough, to 
show how unsafe the higher interests of the 
drama are in their hands. James Quin, al­ 
though an educated man,professor of elocu­ 
tion to the royal family, knew so little of 
histrionic literature that he was astonished 
to find that the Macbeth be had always 
played was not Shakespeare’s. “ What, ' 
he asked, “ does little Davy mean by all 
this nonsense abont a new version ? Don’t 
I act Shakespeare’s Macbeth!" 
Mrs. 
Pritchsrd, whom Dr. Johnson called “ an 
inspired idiot," was doubtless wonderfully 
great as a tragic actress, but her interest 
in the drama is shown when we learn that 
the only portion of “ Mabeth” she had 
ever read was the part she is said to have 
played so grandly, Lady Macbeth. When 
Tom Dibdin was suggesting to the famons 
comedian Munden that the part of Old 
Liberal, in one of his plays, was intended 
to be played “ in humble imitation” of 
Matthew Bramble, the player cried : “And 
who the devil’s Matthew Bramble ?” “You 
are pleased to joke, sir,” said the deferen­ 
tial dramatist (Tom was generally deferen­ 
tial to great actors). "Y ou have, of 
course, read ‘Humphry Clinker?’” “ Not 
I, sir,” replied Quin. “ After I left school 
I never read any books but plays, and no 
play unless I had a part in it, and even 
then no more of such play than was imme­ 
diately connected with the character as­ 
signed me.” Had Dibdin been a dramat­ 
ist of to-day he would have known better. 
He would not have thought of Matthew 
Bramble, but Joseph Munden, when writ­ 
ing his play.—[Belgravia.

Money is in good demand here at 15 to 10 
per cent, as extremes. 
Three colonies of immigrants from Colo­ 
rado, numbering 2G5 persons, arrived in 
this city Friday. 
The funeral of Captain J. M. Towle was 
held Friday afternoon under the auspices 
of the ExemptB. 
A dispatch received at the Merchant’s 
Exchange states that the coasting schooner 
Cora went ashore Thursday morning near 
Casper creek, Mendocino county. She has 
a cargo of posts aboard. The crew reached 
the shore in safety. 
Mike Reed, an old-timer, a member of 
the old Volunteer Fire Department, died 
Friday of general debility. He was a well 
known character, a native of New York, 
aged 43 years. He leaves many friends, 
but no relatives here. 
It appears that the published statement 
announcing the appointment of new mem­ 
bers of the Board of Health was slightly 
premature. Dr. Arthur YV. Ferry, of No. 
104 Stockton street, who was mentioned 
as one of the appointees, said Thursday 
that he had received no official notification 
yet. All he knew of the matter is what 
he saw in the papers. 
The Treasurer is paying out money 
demands are presented, using money that is 
paid in daily by the Tax Collector and Li­ 
cense Collector.

The marriage of Prince Louis Ferdinand 
of Bavaria to the Infanta Marta della Paz 
was celebrated in the chapel of the Royal 
Palace in Madrid recently with the uBual 
State ceremony. The Patriarch of the In­ 
dies pronounced the marriage, and the King 
and Queen of Spain acted as sponsors. 
Prince Lonis Ferdinand of Bavaria is a 
nephew of the present King of Bavaria, 
and a cousin of the Sovereign of Spain by 
his mother, sister to Don Francisco de 
Assis, consort of Queen Isabella. ThiB 
young Archduke is a handsome, tall, intel­ 
ligent looking man, and is, besides, a good 
rider, accomplished musician and excellent 
linguist. He has visited Spain three times 
and was, it seems, smtiten with the charms 
of Dona Maria della Paz, the oldest of the 
two unmarried sisters of Don Alfonso. 
This infanta is barely nineteen years old, 
of middle hight, slender figure, gracsful, 
fair, with blue eyes and a pleasant smile. 
Like her elder sister, Dona Isabella, widow 
of the Count of Girgenti, Dona Paz is ex­ 
cessively fond of music, and was also a con­ 
stant attendant of the Conversatorio con­ 
certs every Sunday, the only place in Mad­ 
rid where Haydn, Mozart, Beethoven, Men­ 
delssohn and Schumann are played in a 
masterly manner by first-rate professors. 
Dona Paz has for several years devoted 
much of her time to painting, and her pict­ 
ures obtained praise for their coloring and 
drawing. She accepted the attentions of 
the German Prince, and when her hand was 
officially asked she simply remarked to her 
royal brother that the only thought that 
marred her happiness was the idea that she 
must leave her sister, Dona Eulalia. These 
two young princesses are most devoted to 
each other, and they have studied and 
passed their childhood ever together under 
the care of Countess Calderon, who died 
recently, and of Countess Flcrente—both 
ladies of English extraction and married 
to Castilian nobles—who have been the 
faithful companions of the Spanish royal 
family in exile, in prosperity, and are much 
loved by their royal pupils. This explains 
how the sisters of King Alfonso speak 
English as well as their own language ; 
and, indeed, onr literature, our history, 
our novels ard magazines from both sides 
of the Atlantic are their favorite study and 
pastimes. 
Dona Paz used to meet her 
novio,” or betrothed, every afternoon, 
when they rode or walked together 
in the Casa de Campo, and this royal woo­ 
ing was witnessed, t'uough not interfered 
with, according to etiquette, always by 
ladies of the court, or by some members 
of the royal family. Then in the evening, 
after dinner, which Dever takes place in 
the palace before half-past Beven, when 
Don Alfonso does not take his futnre broth­ 
er-in-law to the opera or to hear a Spanish 
play, the Infanta and Bavarian Archduke 
used to sit in one of the deep embrasures 
of the windows and forget very soon in 
whispered conversation the other guests of 
royalty and their relations who grouped 
round the Infanta Isabel’s splendid Pleyel 
to listen to her very efficient execution of 
classical music, Dona Paz will live in Mu­ 
nich, and Don Alfonso and Donna Christina 
are to pay that capital and Vienna a visit 
in the autumn. 


P r im it iv e B a r r e r Shop.—Morris Asch- 
eim, one of the pioneer barbers of the coast, 
died at CarsOD, Nev., the other day.

The' recent observations made on the 
planet Venas daring her transit across the 
sun, appear to confirm the impression de­ 
rived from the last tranAt, in 1874, that 
she has an atmosphere not less dense than 
our own, and aqueous vapor and cloud 
within that atmosphere. This conclusion 
would have grieved the late Professor 
Whewell, who, in his ingenious essay to 
disprove the plurality of inhabited worlds, 
took for granted that “ we discern no traces 
of a gaseous or watery atmosphere sur­ 
rounding her (Venus),” and built on this 
negative evidence of his arguments to prove 
that in the whole universe the earth is not 
improbably the only habitable globe. Pro­ 
fessor Whewell did his best to show that 
the earth held a very singular place in 
what might be a very unique solar system ; 
that it occupied what he called the 
"temperate zune” of its own sun’s sys­ 
tem, and that there is no particular rea­ 
son to suppose that any other sun has 
planetary attendants at all. In order 
to make out the singular position of 
the earth in its own eun’d system, Prof. 
Whewell was compelled to make the most 
of the intensity of the light and heat in 
Mercury and Venus, and the most again of 
the comparative cold of Mars. In point of 
fact, however, it is probable that the very 
slight modification ot our human organiza­ 
tion—even if any structural modification 
at all of that organization wtre necessary— 
would enable creatures of the same general 
structure and habits as man to live with 
ease in either of the planets nearest to the 
earth, in either Mars, which should, cce- 
teris paribus, be colder and darker, or in 
Venus, which should, coeteris paribus, be 
lighter and hotter than the earth. We 
know to some extent the configuration of 
the continents in Mars, and our astron­ 
omers have at times watched the area of 
the polar snows of that planet increasing 
with the approach of winter, and dwin* 
d'mg with the approach of summer, Of 
VenuB we know much less, the in­ 
tense brightness of her reflected light 
being a very unfavorable condition lor 
minute observation. But the apparently 
clear evidence for an atmosphere oí a good 
deal of density, and for the presence cf 
cloud and aqueous vapoi iu that atmos­ 
phere, disposes completely of the late 
l’rof. Whewell’s assumption that no crea­ 
ture resembling man now has, or could 
ever have had, his abode there. There 
now seems no reason to doubt that in 
Venus the conditions of physical existence 
are such that either there now may be 
there, or may be in future, a being whose 
physical existence might, like that of man 
and animal natures nearest to man, exist 
under something closely approaching to 
those of terrestrial life. The length of 
the day in Venus is nearly the same, the 
weight of any given mass is nearly the 
same, the atmospheric conditions are prob­ 
ably not very different from our own ; the 
only material differences being probably 
the length ot the year, which is not very 
much above the half of ours—or say, 
about Beven months of twelve—and the 
amount of light and heat, which, unless 
mitigated by special atmospheric condi 
tions, as they easily might be, would prob­ 
ably be twice a3 intense as terrestrial light 
and heat. 
We insist on this analogy, however, only 
for the sake of those who, like the late Dr. 
Whewell, made the augument from analogy 
so all-important, though iu relation to a 
question on which, as it appeals to us, the 
argument from analogy has really a very 
slight bearing indeed. There is no reason 
in the world why spiritual beings, much 
more like to us in their thoughts than it is 
at all probable that birds and tortoises are 
like to us iu their thoughts, should not ex­ 
ist everywhere—in the pure ether, in the 
hottest tiames of the sun, in the dimness 
of the darkest recesses of space, in the 
heat of the volcano or in the depth of the 
ocean. Ignore the reasoning from analogy, 
and we can hardly have a less secure basis 
for reasoning, where observation is limited, 
as it is in this ease, to one minute corner of 
the universe, and we shall find no more 
reason why we should confine the Creator’s 
power to working within conditions closely 
resembling oar own than there is why we 
should assume that He will work at all in 
the regions where we have no evidence of 
that work.—[London Spectator. 


THE ISCaPADE OF THE 
PRINCETON 
STUDENTS. 
Young Allan Arthur, the son of the 
President, was recently suspended from 
Princeton College. It was said at the time 
that he had been expelled, but that story 
was untrue. He was only suspended for a 
time, and ha9 since been taken back. A 
gentleman who recently visited Princeton 
gives the fallowing, the correct account of 
the cause of young Arthur’s suspension, in 
company with a son of General George B. 
McClellan and a Bon of Libby, the New 
York man who has given so mnch money 
to Princeton.

WHAT BOYS WILL DO. 


“ Boys will be boys,” but they will be 
just such boys at their associates, old and 
young, make them. You can not make 
them men if you try, but if you will per­ 
mit and encourage them to be boys, you 
can direct what kind of boys they will be. 
It is this distinction that is at fault in 
most of the relations that exist between 
the church and her children ; it tries al­ 
most invariably to make boys Christian 
men instead of Christian boys. There 
have not been wanting churches that ex­ 
pected boys to love to read the serious 
portions of the Bible like a father in Is­ 
rael ; to be grave and mirthless like a man 
who had carried burdens and grief for 
years ; to be balanced and decorous as a 
Judge tryiDg a man whose life was at issue ; 
to be quiet and reverential as a military 
veteran with whom it has become second 
nature to do homage to his superiors. 
The average boy is repelled by all this, 
while if he were allowed to be a boy- 
Christian, shunning all vicious companion­ 
ship, avoiding all foul or profane speech, 
checking his temper, learning obedience 
and all the other boyhood virtues, while 
encouraged to play as heartily, laugh as 
merrily, joke as playfully, frisk as coltishly 
as his mates. When pastors, parents, 
Sunday-school officers and teachers appre­ 
ciate the harmless boyish traits of yonth, 
there will be less danger of repelling the 
young, less anxiety about the skepticism 
of men, less remorse over sons gone astray, 
less regret over the absence of men in the 
pews. It is one thing to make them better 
boys; it is quite another to take the 
boyhood out of them. Shun the latter with 
the same caution that you labor for the 
former. Here is a theme for every pulpit, 
a lesson for every teacher, a motto for 
every Superintendent, a thought for every 
parent.—[Golden Rule.
